BRITISH FLYERS KILL SHEIK 
AND 50 OF HIS ARAB BAND 


Air Force Routs Group in Fighting Which 
Fiollows Law and Order Speech by New 
Palestine High Commissioner. 


By the Associated Press. 
. JERUSALEM, March 5.—British 
soldiers pushed mopping-up opera- 
tions today after nine Royal Air 
Force planes bombed and machine- 
gunned a band of Arabs, killing 
between 50 and 60 of them. 
Among the dead was Sheik Atti- 
yah, leader of the band, who dong 
had been sought by police. 
Twenty-six of the Arabs were 
captured after the fight. 


The fighting inaugurated the term 
of the new high commissioner, Sir 
Harold MacMichael, whose maiden 
speeech last night pledged full sup- 
port of the British army in re-es- 
tablishing law and order. 

It was the cumulation of a week’s 


military siege of the “bloody tri- 


angle,” an area bounded by the 
towns of Nablus, Jenin and Tul 
Karm, which civilians had not been 
allowed to enter or leave. 

The tide turned only when the 
British radioed for help from the 
planes. Then the Arabs were rout- 
ed. 
One British soldier was killed 
and two other soldiers were in- 
jured. 

The troops encountered the band 
yesterday, and mopping-up opera- 
tions were carried out under the 
personal direction of Major-General 
A. P. Wavell. 

A number of shots were fired to- 
day in the neighborhood of Mac- 
Michael's official residence, Gov- 
ernment House, in Jerusalem, im- 
mediately after the Arabic transla- 
tion of his last night’s speech was 


broadcast.

Will Make Purchases If Necessary 
to Stabilize Market. 
WASHINGTON, March 5. — The 
Federal Surplus Commodities Cor- 
poration announced today it was 
prepared to purchase eggs to sta- 
biilze and strengthen the market. 
Purchases will be made at any 
country purchasing point, terminal 
market and mercantile exchange if

Eggs so acquired will be distrib- 
uted to enedy persons through 
state relief agencies. Purchases will 
be confined to eggs of recognized 
grades or U. S. No. 2 standards, 
wholesale grade or better. 


NO BOCK BEER FOR GERMANS 


Decree Bars Manufacture, Except 
for Export, to Conserve Barley.

BERLIN, March 5.—A Nazi de- 
cree today forbade brewing of bock 
beer, porter and other very heavy 
beers except for export in order to 
conserve barley to feed livestock. 
Beer sellers were permitted to

SNOW STIL IMPEDES

7 Thirty Feet Deep on Higher 


Levels About Fresno, Cal., 
and More Is Forecast.

FRESNO, Cal, March 5.—Gath- 
ering clouds in the higher alti- 
tudes and a forecast of more snow 
threatened today to festrict the 


search for the airliner iwhich van- 
ished in the mountains near here 


Tuesday night with nine persons 
aboard. ‘ 
Belief spread among the search- 


ing parties that the skyliner had 


been smashed into pieces so small 
they would be difficult to find, par- 
ticularly if they lay in the deep 
snow of the Sierra. 

Transcontinental and Western 
Airline, which operated the plane, 
announced the search would con- 
tinue and would extend to the south 
and west of Fresno if the present 
area of operations failed to produce 
a clue. 

Hundreds of foot and horseback 
searchers have ranged the foothills 
and mountains for four days and a 
dozen airplanes have worked inter- 
mittently, braving collision and 
crackup hazards, without finding a 
trace of the lost craft. 

The searchers have covered what 
were considered the most likely 
spots in an area of 350 square miles 
northeast of Fresno, the area in 
which the plane was seen and heard 
late Tuesday night as it fought a 
storm. They extended the search 
area yesterday 10 miles or more to 


the north and west and lengthened . 


the potential hunting region an- 
other 10 miles away. i 

Three thousand square miles hav 
been charted for the search. 

Snow is 30 feet deep on the high- 
er levels. This includes the heavy 
fall of the storm which continued 
Wednesday and Thursday. It is 
considered possible that the wreck- 
age lies far beneath the white drifts 
and that only thawing weather may 
reveal it.

Government Agency Offers 
to Buy Property or Fi- 
nance Local Bodies in 
Purchasing It. 


ACTION WITHOUT 
CHAIRMAN’S VOTE 


Lilienthal Explains Pru- 
dent Investment” Would 
Be Price Standard in 
Proposed Deals.

WASHINGTON, March 5. — The 
Tennessee. Valley Authority invited 
private power companies in south 
eastern states today to begin nego- 
tiations for the sale of their prop- 
erties. ‘ 

David E. Lilienthal, young direc- 
tor who is at odds with Chairman 
Arthur E. Morgan of the T V A 
announced the proposed purchases 
and invited interested utility offi- 
cers to meet him and Vice-Chair- 
man Harcourt A. Morgan at a con- 
ference in Chattanooga, Tenn., on 
March 11. 

He said the purchases, if made, 
virtually would put private power 
enterprise out of business in North- 
ern Alabama, Northeastern Missi- 
sippi and most of Tennessee. He 
added that, in event cities were 
unable financially to float bond 
issues to buy local facilities, the 
T V A would stake them from a 
$50,000,000 fund made available by 
Congress in the amended T V A 


Act. ; 
Willkie Ready to Sell. 

Wendell L Winkle, president of 
the Commonwealth & Southern Cor- 
poration, wrote Lilienthal imme- 
diately that he would be delighted 
to resume negotiations concerning 
certain properties in the Tennes- 
see Valley. 

Willkie, whose company has large 

interests in the T V A area, made 
public a letter to the Federal Power 
official in which he said: 
“If your proposal involves the 
purchase of these properties as go- 
ing concerns—that is, the purchase 
of a complete unit and not merely 
parts of one—it is an acceptance of 
what I have long advocated and 
offers a genuine basis for settle- 
ment.” 

The Commonwealth & Southern 
official asked that, while negotia- 
tions are in progress, the Public 
Works Administration refrain from 
making gifts to finance proposed 
municipal power plants, and that 
no utility properties be duplicated 
during a similar period. 

Willkie also proposed creation of 
“an independent” committtee to 
consider the entire question of the 
sale of Commonwealth & Southern 
properties in the T V A region. 
Such a committee, he said, might 
consist of such men as Dr. Clar- 
ence A. Rykstra, en of the 
University of Wisconsin; Dr. Karl 
Compton, president of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
and Prof. Felix Frankfurter of 
Harvard Law School. Frankfurter 
is credited generally with being an 
advisor to President Roosevelt. 


Without Chairman’s Knowledge. 

Lilienthal said his offer was pur- 
suant to authority delegated to him 
some time ago by a majority of 
the board (himself and Harcourt 
A. Morgan) but was without the 
knowledge of Chairman Arthur E. 
Morgan, who recently demanded a 
sweeping investigation of the T VA 
after long controversy with his col- 
leagues over policy. 

The chairman, now in Florida, 
did not vote on the authorization to 
negotiate, Lilienthal said, 

The proposal includes the sale to 
cities, power districts, rural asso- 
ciations or the T V A of electric 
facilities privately owned in the 
Southeast, including the cities of 
Memphis, Chattanooga and Knox- 
ville in Tennessee. The Govern- 
ment did not propose to take over 
the power business “in.toto” itself, 
Lilienthal asserted. - 

In broad outline, the proposal 
provides that the T V A furnish 
generation and tansmission and 
that local agencies be responsible 
for distribution. There are few pri- 
vate generating plants which would 
have to be dismantled, Lilienthal 


sald. 
at the Price. 

He suggested that purchase price 
be based primarily on actual legi- 
timate cost of the properties less 
depreciation.” In reply to a ques- 
titon, he said this would carry out

BUKHARIN ADMITS 
PLOT FOR RETURA 
OF CAPITALS 


Editor Makes Sweeping 
Confession of All Charges 
Against Him in Moscow 
Treason Trial. 


“I WAS THE LEADER, 
NOT SWITCHMAN” 


Trotskyist Bloc Sought 
Aid of Germany, Japan 


and England.

MOSCOW, March 5. — Nikolai 
Bukharin, former editor of the Gov- 
ernment newspaper Izvestia, made a 
sweeping confession tonight of all 
crimes charged against him in his 
trial, with 20 other defendants, for 
treason, hee 

With outspread arms, Bukharin 
pleaded guilty to all the charges, 
“Even those I did not know about 
because I was the leader and not 
the switchman.” 

The one-time chronicler of the 
Red Revolution said he was guilty 
of “belonging to a Rightist- 
Trotskyist bloc, having been leader 
of a Rightest organization illegal 
since 1928, and all crimes com- 
mitted by that organization.” 

The purpose of all the confessed 
conspiracy, he declared, was the 
restoration of capitalism to Russia, 
He said the plotters sought to en- 
list the aid of “Germany, Japan 
and partially England,” with prom- 
ises of Soviet territory. 

Bukharin asked the court if he 
could say “a few words about the 
restoration of ca 
quest which brought an outburst 
of laughter from the spectators. 

“It certainly is your main occu- 
pation,” returned the chief prose- 
cutor, Andrei T. Vishinsky. 

Explains His Purpose. 

„J did not want to speak about 
the ideological part of it in order 
to reckon my responsibility,“ said 
Bukharin. “I merely wanted to 
answer the question that the prose- 
cutor has asked of Rakovsky (an- 
other defendant)—In what name 
did the Rightist-Trotskyist bloc per- 
petrate their crimes against the 
party, Government and Soviet peo- 
le? 

. J thought this trial had the pub- 
lic interest and I wanted to present 
the platform for the restoration of 
capitalism as we visualized it. 

“Watching this trial, the public 
opinion of our country and the 
world may ask—How have the peo- 
ple of my type become criminals 
and counter-revolutionaries? They 
may ask—In what name did they 
perpetrate all those foul crimes?” 

Bukharin asked in addition for 
permission “to be allowed to tell 
a connected story.” 

His request to go into ideology 
was denied when the prosecutor 
said: “According to the criminal 
code, if Bukharin means I cannot 
ask him whatever questions 1 see 
fit he is wrong.” 


To Resume Talk Tomorrow. 

Before the session was adjourned 
until Monday, however, Bukharin 
won a promise from Vasily V. Ul- 
rich, the presiding judge, he could 
say all he wanted. 

Bukharin spoke for an hour and 
outlined as the “Rightist-Trotsky- 
ist” bloc’s objective a program. of 
capitalism and a political coalition 
with “Caesarian tendencies.” 

“Or Fascism,” Vishinsky 
gested, 

Main points in the program, he 
said, were freedom for the Kulaks 
(peasants), freedom for individual 
traders, foreign concessions, slow 
industrialization, freedom of par- 
ties and a coalition “which is the 
logical conclusion of any alliance.” 

When the prisoner denied spying, 
Vishinsky questioned him about his 
visit to the United States, where he 
lived for seven months, Austria and 
Japan, dsking if he had any police 
connections there. Bukharin in- 
variably answered “none.” He de- 
nied there was any intention to 
assassinate Joseph Stalin when the 
prosecutor referred to an alleged 
plot to kill Nicolai Lenin in 1918, 
but admitted an intention to arrest 
Stalin along with Lenin. 

Bukharin is expected to resume 
his testimony Monday and seven 
other defendants remained to be

„There is a difference between 
labor leadership and racketeering,” 
Theiss said at the time. “We have 
evidence of racketeering by Quick 
among the laundry drivers and 
among taxicab chauffeurs.” 

Poliee Hear of Racketeering. 

Police Commissioner A. P. Lau- 
man had the same information. He 
had been told, he said, that Quick 
was trying to force four East St. 
Louis taxicab companies, employing 
150 drivers, to merge; was attempt- 
ing to make the drivers purchase 
gasoline at above-market prices 
from. a filling station in which he 
was interested, and, finally, was 
charging drivers 15 cents a day for 
protection. 

One night last fall, when the 
hard-boiled labor leader had told a 
taxicab company representative he 
was going to drop around for an 
answer on.the merger demand, Po- 
lice Commissioner Lauman and 
three policemen sat down in the 
office to wait. Finally, Quick ap- 
peared with his bodyguard, George 
L. Diehl, former East St. Louis city 
detective, now under a two-year 
prison sentence for a liquor con- 
spiracy, but at liberty on appeal 
bond. 

Lauman told Quick that he must 
drop his merger proposal at once 
and one of the policemen with him 
emphasized the order by seizing the 
labor leader and “shaking him like 
a dog,” so reporters were told later. 
Quick and his bodyguard retired. 
The taxi companies did not merge. 

It was understood that it was in 
connection with his attempt to in- 
terfere with the taxi drivers, mem- 
bers of the Teamsters’ Union, that 
he and Diehl gave an unmerciful 
beating to William Nichols, busi- 
ness agent, in his office in the 
Knights of Columbus Building last 
Nov. 20. 


Slugged With Black jacks. 

Nichols was slugged with black 
jacks and after Diehl had broken 
his weapon on Nichols’ head he 
threw the handle at him. Nichols 
finally broke away and barricaded 
himself in a telephone booth. Later 
he declined to name his assailants 


to reporters, but reported the at- 


tack to Commissioner Lauman in 
detail. 

A frequent participant in brawls 
in union quarters, on the street, in 
saloons or wherever they arose, 
Quick shot and seriously wounded 
Frank McCarthy, president of the 
East St. Louis Ironworkers Union, 
in a row in front of the Labor 


‘Temple over labor union jurisdic- 


tion on Oct, 10, 1933. With Frank 
Gulart, a member of the boilermak- 
ers’ union, Quick was indicted on 
a charge of assault to kill for the 
affair, for which Quick belligerently 
told policemen he would “take full 
responsibility.”

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WAR IN CHINA MAY BAR 
1940 TOKIO EXPOSITION 


“We Must Plan For the 
Worst,” Premier Konoye 
Tells Diet at Tokio. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, March 5.— Premier 
Prince Fumimaro Konoye told the 
Diet today that the Chinese-Jap- 
anese conflict may force Japan to 
cancel its 1940 international exposi- 
tion. 

He did not mention the possibil- 
ity of canceling the Olympic 
Games, scheduled to. be held in 
1940 also. 

“We must plan for the worst,” he 
said. “I am unable to say definite- 
ly what might happen in 1940, but 
if the situation becomes graver we 
may have to cancel the exposition.” 

A questioner then asked Foreign 
Minister Koki Hirota if the con- 
flict with China had not “passed 
its peak.” 

“We cannot regard the situation 
too lightly,” Hirota replied. ‘The 
immediate problem is to give China 
a final blow and end Chiang Kai- 
shek’s leadership.”

Three Ford Motor Co. inspectors, 
testifying at a National Labor Re- 
lations Board hearing yesterday, 
declared that there was a great 
increase in defective work last 
summer after a C I O union began 
organizational efforts at the com- 
pany’s St. Louis assembly plant. 

It wag necessary, the inspectors 
said, to send many finished auto- 
mobiles back for repairs. They said 
the defects included marks on the 
pgint, defective mechanical work 
and cars with dirt and grease on 
the finish and interior. The testi- 
mony .supported that given previ- 
ously by many other inspectors and 
departmental foremen and subfore- 
men. | 

An analysis of the testimony of 
86 company witnesses, who testi- 
fied Thursday, Friday and yester- 
day, showed that 20 never were 
members of the United Automo- 
bile Workers, which filed the 
charges of unfair labor practices 
against the company. Thirty-eight 
of the group testified that they 
were coerced or intimidated into 
joining the local, while 30 said they 
joined voluntarily. However, mem- 
bers of the latter group were unani- 
mous in declaring they no longer 
regarded themselves as members 
of the CI O union. 

The company thus far has called 
217 witnesses in its attempt to re- 
futs the testimony of 245 union wit- 
nesses. The hearing will be re- 
sumed for the sixtieth day tomor- 
row in the Civil Courts building.

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THIRD EXECUTION 
BY LETHAL GAS I 
“MISSOURI PRON 


Raymond Boyer, Murderer 
of W. Dale Sandford, Re- 
fused to the Last to Tell 
His Real Name. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 5.— 
The body of Raymond Boyer, the 
third man in two days to be legally 
put to death in Missouri's new 
lethal gas chamber, was claimed to- 
night by two Catholic priests who 
took it to Kansas City for burial. 

Boyer, who was 35 years old, was 
executed early in the morning for 
the murder of W. Dale Sandford 
of Kansas City, Kan., near Oak 
Grove, Mo., on April 9, 1936. Orig- 
inally sentenced to be hanged in 
Kansas City, he was asphyxiated. 
instead under an act of the 1937 
Legislature making this the legal 
form of execution in the State. 

Secretive and calm, Boyer went 
to, his death without making any 
statement. He merely said good- 
bye to prison officials. Warden J. 
M. Sanders said he doubted that 
“Boyer” was the condemned man’s 
real name, but that he had refused 
to disclose his identity. He made 
no request that any persons be 
notified of his death. 

Composed When Led to Death. 

Boyer was composed as he was 
led, blindfolded, the few paces from 
the cell in the death house to the 
execution chamber. Clad only in 
shorts as he was strapped into one 
of the two chairs, beneath which 
the deadly fumes were soon to be 
generated, a tattooed design, across 
mounted on a pile of stones with 
the legend, “In Memory of Mother,” 
stood out on his right arm near the 
shoulder. There was a red heart 
tattooed lower down and a skull and 
cross bones on the left forearm. 

By coincidence, the mechanism 
which drops sodium cyanide pellets 
into a hydrochloric acid solution 
to form lethal hydrocyanic gas was 
placed in operation for Boyer’s exe- 
cution at 6:21 a. m. today, the 
same time at which the control 
lever was released for the execu- 
tions yesterday morning. 

Unconscious in 35 Seconds. 

Physicians said he lost conscious- 
ness in 35 seconds and was dead 
in about three minutes after the 
fumes were released. The gas re- 
mained in the chamber for 16 min- 
utes and then was driven out by a 
blower fan and ammonia used as a 
neutralizing agent. 

Newton E. Jennings of Manhat- 
tan, Kan.; an uncle of Sandford, 
witnessed the execution. : 

Three Catholic priests spent the 
night with Boyer before he was 
removed from the basement of “B” 
cell block to the death house at 
4:30 a. m. today in an automobile. 

Sandford, 29 years old, was shot 
and killed by Boyer after Sandford 
had offered to take Boyer to St. 
Louis in his automobile. Boyer 
left Sandford’s body in a field, took 
his clothing and automobile and 
drove to St. Louis, where he was 
arrested when he attempted to cash 
a check, bearing Sandford’s name. 
Sandford, a former athlete at Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College at 
Manhattan, Kan., and a former Ci- 
vilian Conservation Corps camp of- 
ficer, was unemployed at the time 
he was murdered, He was unmar- 
ried,

What we have since learned is that 
Beal has completely turned against 
his former associates and is now 
anti-labor, or at least anti-C I O.

June 7, 1929. He and three others 
were sentenced to 17 to 20 years 
in prison, and the other defend- 
ants. received lesser terms. All dis- 
appeared. Beal was arrested last 
January when visiting his brother 
in Lawrence. 0 

Beal leaned to the left in his la- 
bor organizing work, and joined 
the Communist party. He made four 
trips between Russia and North 
America on faked passports, while 
a fugitive, and lived for a time in 
New York. While in Russia he 
turned against the Stalin govern- 
ment and came back finally an 
anti-Communist. Last year he pub- 
lished a book, “Proletarian Jour- 
ney,” denouncing Communism. 

George E. Roewer, Beal’s lawyer, 
who accompanied him to Raleigh, 
N. C., formerly represented Law- 
rence interests which Beal, as a 
Communist and labor organizer, 
fought. Rodewer, declaring that the 
fight to free his client had just 
begun, announced that the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union had again 
pledged ‘its support. Prominent

Unsatisfied about several angles 
of the case, Frank Figueira, Sulli- 
van's assistant, had announced at 
Springfield that the detector would 
be used on all persons in the Crabh 
home at the time of the shooting, 
Crabb said he considered the ma- 
chine unreliable, and that it might 
incriminate an innocent person. 

Figueira said he was surprised 
no fingerprints or smudges were 
found on the heavy old-style .45 
caliber revolver from which the 
shot that killed Mrs. Crabbe wag 
fired. He added that he was “not 
satisfied” with the position in 
which the sweapon was reported 
found. The revolver, only its butt 
visible, was found between the 
head of the bed and mattress, 

“The normal reflexes would 
cause the girl to throw the gun in 
front of her, on the foot of the bed 
or on the floor,” Figueira said. 

Mrs. Crabb, former University of 
Illinois student, was found dead in 
her bedroom at the home of her 
parents-in-law early Tuesday morn< 
ing. The shot was heard by James 
Crabb, his father and two police- 
men who had been summoned by; 
the elder Crabb to help quiet the 
newlyweds on their return from @ 
gay party. 

Both Willis Crabb and Glen Cok 
lison of Champaign, the bride's 
father, said the young pair appar~ 
ently were happy. No motive for 
the shooting has been found. 

“We want to find out just what 
preceded the shooting,” Figueira 
said, “and to get to the bottom of 
the whole thing.”

PARIS, March 5.—Without dis- 
sent, the French Parliament today 
laid the foundation for a 10,000, 
000,000-frane ($325,000,000) defense 
investment fund after an appeal 
by Premier Camille Chautemps for 
a united front rainst Europe's 
perils.” . 

Addressing the Chamber of Dep- 
uties, the Radical-Socialist Premier 
called on the nation and Parliament 
to unite and carry French eco- 
nomic, financial and military pow- 
er to its highest point. He asked 
the Chamber for unanimous ap- 
proval of the cabinet’s bill to cre- 
ate the investment fund and urged 
public subscription to it. 

He said that he and his cabinet 
were ready to quit unless Pariia- 
ment were prepared for “volun- 
tary discipline” to aid the Govern- 
ment toward greater freedom of 
action to deal with the foreign sit- 
uation. 

He asked the nation to over- 
subscribe the first 3,200,000,000- 
franc ($104,000,000) loan to be float- 
ed “within a few days” to show 
the readiness of the people to 


support military force. 


“There is a new problem now be- 
fore us which depends not only 
on agreement of the two houses 
of Parliament but on the confi- 
dence of the nation and its will- 
ingness to work hard,” the Prejfn- 
ier said. “Establishment of the 
fund will show the unanimous 
virile resolution of the French peo- 
ple to keep the financial system 
ready for all perils despite fi- 
nancial difficulties.” 

The Senate adopted the bill with- 
out dissent but with minor textual 
modifications which necessitated 
its reconsideration by the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. The lower house 
promptly and unanimously ap- 
proved. 

Chautemps said the action indi- 
cated that “many billions of francs 
which have been retired from cir- 
culation for various reasons will be 
invested in work and destined ‘to 
assure the security of our fron- 
tiers.” 

The defense investment fund will 
be administered by a committee 
headed by Edouard Daladier, Min- 
ister of War and National De- 
fense, 


Hungary to Raise $200,000,000 


Chiefly for Armament, 
By the Associated Press. 

BUDAPEST, Hungary, March 5. 
—Premier Koloman Dayanyi, speak- 
ing at Gyor, announced today an 
internal loan of 1,000,000,000 pen- 
goes ($200,000,000) would be 
floated, principally for rearmament. 

He reminded his audience that 
Italy and Austria at the Rome pro- 
tocol conference in January had 
seconded Hungarian claims to arms 
equality, and said improving ph 
nomic conditions which allowed the 
national bank to accumulate a sur- 
plus made it unnecessary to seek 
foreign loans.

Warning against extreme anti- 
Semitism, the Premier nevertheless 
declared, There is a Jewish prob- 
lem in ‘Hungary, the solution of 
which is possible only through care- 
ful planning. Jews have dispropor- 
tionately too great a position in 
Hungarian economic life.

RAIL PICK-UP TRUCKS EXEMPT 
UNDER MOTOR CARRIER ACT 


I. C. C. Reverses Previous Decision; 
Holds Vehicles Are Integral 
Part of Roads’ Service. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
reversed a previoues decision today 
and exempted from all provisions of 
the motor carrier act thousands of 
trucks used in collection and de- 
livery service for railroads. 

“The collection and delivery serv- 
ice in question is a service within 
terminal districts which the rail- 
roads undertake to perform for the 
public,” a majority opinion held. 
They (the railroads) provide for 
it in their tariffs, it is covered by 
their contract of carriage with ship- 
pers, and they hold themselves re- 
sponsible for any loss or damage 
to the cargo in the course of the 
service. 

“Although not performed on rails, 
it is an integral part of railroad 
service subject to part 1 (railroad 
section) of the Interstate Commerce 
Act.“ N 

The decision gave trucks used in 


pickup and delivery service for rall- : 


roads the status of common carrier 
by railroad rather than common 
carrier by motor vehicle.

French Creations in New York With- 
out Paying Duty, Won't Attend. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 5.—How. the 


New York branch. of Marcel 
Rochas’ expensive Paris dress shop 
could sell original French creations 


without United States customs of- 
ficers first charging duties will be 


with smuggling, the other to deny 


the accusation. Rochas’ defense 
will be by proxy; he is in France. 

When Rochas opened hig salon 
here, it made a sensation in the 
world of smart cafes and wealthy 
women because Rochas had been a 
prominent dress designer in Paris 
for a long time; he ranked with 
Schiaparelli, Chanel; Mainbocher 
and Molyneux, 


Sets Up Exact Copy of Paris Shop. | 


Boasting of his business daring, 
Rochas took the necessary legal 
steps tarly in 1937 and set up a 
five-story salon, an exact copy of 
his Paris place, at 32 East Sixty- 
seventh street, New York. He 
crossed the Atlantic in June and 
again in August to make sure the 
appointments were right. 

Models, imported from France to 
give the shop an air of chic, ar- 
rived on fast liners with trunks of 
exquisite cloth A Countess or 
two was to the staff and an 
American stage star, Rose Hobart, 
was appointed manager of the sa- 
lon. Debutantes like Lois Junkin 
III and Constance Torney became 
salesgirls on commission. 

When it opened last Sept. 28, the 
shop was all that Rochas advertised 
—very, very unusual. 

One went to the shop not for a 
gown, but for an ensemble fitted 
to one’s individuality. For each 
dress there was a coat or a cloak 
and a hat to match each dress and 
every suit had its complement of 
clothes, all designed by Rochas, 

At the Rochas shop prices began 
at $300 and went up to $1000. Any- 
thing less was too cheap for the 
French mannequins to wear in 
their parade through the shop. 
From exclusive models Rochas had 
made in Paris custom-made copies, 
made in America, could be ordered, 

But business dwindled after a 
brief boom. Even rich customers 
complained that prices were too 
high for mere copies. They de- 
manded the originals the manne- 
quins wore. 

Rochas went back to Paris, sent 
to New York in his stead his aid 
Guy de Font-Joyeuse, and soon aft- 
erward the original copies of 
Rochas’ gowns and wraps were put 
on sale. 

“Get $150 if you can,” were the 
instructions to the salesgirls. “Take 
$100 if you must.” 


Customs Men Show Interest. 


And so, the originals were sold 
to such persons as Elinor Morse 
Ryan, granddaughter of the late 
Thomas Fortune Fyan; Mrs. Cur- 
tenius Gillette Jr., the former Tan- 
ya Balkoff, and Princess Ketto 
Mikeladze. Then customs officers 
began checking up on Rochas. His 
shop was featuring French models, 
yet as far back as February, be- 
fore he hed leased his salon site, 
declaration lists showed no record 
of Rochas’ dresses from abroad. 

A watch was set on steamship 
piers and inspectors took double 
care in examination of incoming 
baggage. But no gowns were spot- 
ted. 

Having no clews, customs men 
began at the other end; custormc7s 
never seen in the Rochas shop be- 
fore om to stop in for the style 


“These models,” the new custom- 
ers asked, “you guarantee them to 
be Parisian creations?” 

“Oh, yes,” said the salesgirls. 
“Yes, indeed. Direct from France.” 

The new customers fingered the 
gowns with expert fingers. They 
were, indeed, Parisian. The labels 
in them were French. 

So Rochas’ shop was raided. The 
clothes were taken not only from 
the shop, but from the women who 
had bought them. 

Two sets of accounts were seized. 
One recorded most of the gown 
sales, the price and the commission 
paid to the salesgirls. Yet every 
now and then, customs men found 
an entry on which no commissiou 
was marked. There was just the 
one word, “Solde.” In the second 
set of books, they found opposite 
transactions, the 
words: “Paris paymient.” 

“Paris payment” was even more 
interesting than “Solde,” which the 


agents had learned was French for 


“bargain.” They seized Rocha's 
bank deposit slips and checks and 
found that for every “Solde,” and 
“Paris payment,” a check had been 
cashed by the doorman, George 
Koski, and an assistant secretary. 
Margaret Solbach. 

Then, customs men said, it was 
only a step to show that for every 
“Solde,” and “Paris payment,” for 
every check cashed by Koski or 
Solbach, there was a gown imported 
from Paris. Under customs rules 
such gowns should have been de- 
clared for duty payment or en- 
tered under bond and stamped so 
they could be copied but never sold. 

Linked to Plot. 

But, according to customs men, 
these gowns had been carried into 
the United States in the trunks of 
the noblewomen and the manne- 
quins sent by Rochas from France. 
They were duly declared at the 
piers as “personal effects” of the 
women and as each of the women 
was an alien, each could bring in 
“personal etfects” duty free. 

That is the charge the customs 
men make. Rochas denies it in 
two words: 

“Not guilty.” 

Rochas sailed for France before 

+ 


he was indicted, and has not re- 
turned. But he has a talented firm 
of la Evarts, Choate, Curtin 
and Leon—to defend his name and 
his Irm and his representative, de 
Font-Joyeuse. 


These lawyers accuse the Govern- 
ment of “abusing the subpena proc- 
ess” by “keeping the personnel of 
the (Rochas) business . in the 
afternoon of the grand jury al- 
though most of those subpenaed 
never were called upon to testify.” 
This, the defense claimed, . ruined 
Rochas’ Christmas trade and left 
the business “in bankruptcy.”

Taber, like Cun- 
ningham, benefited by “handicap” 
men, placed at various distances 
along the course, designed to fur- 
nish fresh competition to the run- 
ner throughout the race. 

Taber covered the route in 
what was then quite as remark- 
able time as Cunningham’s is to 
the present athletic world—4 min- 
utes, 123-5 seconds. Many ath- 
letes of that day never quite ac- 
cepted the mark, because of the 
pace: 

The time was so good that it 
stood for 10 years before two fa- 
mous runners surpassed it slight- 
ly. In March, 1925, the famous 
Finn, Paavo Nurmi, and Joie Ray 
both ran the mile in 4:12. 

Thus it took 10 years to lower 
the mile mark three-fifths of a 
second. 7 

In the last 13 years the time 
has been whittled down a total 
of eight seconds. That seems to 
argue improvement of the breed.

There is a waiting list ot 80 at 
‘the local Veterans’ Hospital, Gov- 
ernment ‘hospitals in this area are 
also filled and have waiting ‘lists, 
Weiland said; Mental cases were 
transferred from the Veterans’ Hos- 
pital here to the institution at Dan- 
ville, III., 
is now filled; too. In the space 
formerly occupied by 77 psychotics 
at the local hospital, there are now 
1650 medical cases. 

Wieland estimated the hospital 
could use 700 beds today and would 
soon need 1000 as ex-soldiers draw 
nearer the age of 60. Average age 
of war veterans is now 46. 

The meeting Tuesday noon at the 
Mayfair Hotel has been called by 
the Veterans’ Welfare Association, 
a local organization representing 
the American Legion, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars and United Spanish 
War Veterans. Members of civic 
organizations will be invited to take 
part in the discussions. 

The Veteran’s Hospital consists 
of two cream stucco buildings of 
concrete and tile on a bluff over- 
looking the Mississippi River south 
of Jefferson Barracks. There is 
also a nurse’s home and an admin- 
istration building. 


Delays Cause Emergencies. 


The hospital has a turnover of 


200 patients a month, yet cannot 
meet the increasing demands, Wie- 
land explained. Many illnesses be- 
come emergency cases because of 
the delayed attention, he added. 

A committee representing the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, the 
American Legion and the Veter- 
ans’ Welfare Association was told 
in Washington last month that no 
added facilities are being planned 
for the hospital here except the 
121 beds now being installed, Dr. 
John C. Cornell, member of the 
Hospital Committee of the welfare 
association, related. 

The veterans’ administration has 
made plans for adding 1000 new 
beds to hospitals throughout the 
country each year for the next 10 
years, but no new additions to the 
local hospital are planned, he said. 

The only other veterans’ hospital 
in Missouri is at Excelsior Springs 
and it also is filled. Its capacity 
is 252 and there are 26 patients on 
the waiting list. 

The local hospital draws patients 
from 58 counties in Eastern Mis- 
souri, where the ex-soldier popula-

Dr. Cornell declared veterans’ 
hospitals were built since the close 
of the war without much regard for 
veteran population of the various 
states.

He was until 
recently a hospital executive for 
the United States Public Health 
Service, operating hospitals in vari- 
ous parts of the country.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., March 5.—At 28 feet 
a second a red-hot ribbon of steel rushes 
through the newest marvel of mechanization 
here in the steel industry. Two minutes be 
fore it has been a glowing slab from the fur- 
nace. A few .minutes later the long strip. 
will be coiled and on the way to the pickling 
and annealing department. 

All this is done at the newest plant of the 
Jones & Laughlin Corporation with a mini- 
mum number of unskilled workers. Only 
1200 “button-pushers’’ are employed in: the 
entire plant, which, is 25 acres in extent and 
half a mile in length. Human beings look 
dwarfed, lost, in the vastness of this new 
mechanized world. The Carnegie-Illinois 
Steel Corporation, a branch of United States 
Steel, is building an even larger mechanical 
plant at Irwin, below Homestead. 


“Big Steel’’ Follows in Steps | 
of “Little Steel” 12 Years After 


It is not exactly new of course. What is 
happening here at the center of the steel in- 
dustry is that Big Steel’—the larger, older 
and more conservative corporation—is just 
now mechanizing an important branch of the 
industry. 

Twelve years ago “Little Steel” started the 
process, Highty-five of every 100 workers 
are put out of their jobs by this new me- 
chanical process, according to estimates of 
the Steel Workers’ Organizing Committee. 
And 15 men can produce as much or more 
steel than 1200 men under the old hand mill 
procesg. 

Harold J. Ruttenberg, research director for 
the SWO C, formerly an economist with 
Brookings Institution in Washington, esti- 
mates that a total of 85,000 men will be per- 
manently displaced in the industry when the 


27 mechanical mills already completed or still 


under construction are in operation. Against 
the picture of mass unemployment in steel 
that has grown out of the present slump this 
is a staggering total. It means that 85 per cent 
of the employes in a branch of the industry 
that produces about one-fifth of all steel prod- 
ucts will be out of*jobs with little chance that 
they will find others in other fields. 


Steel Company Officers 

Say It Will Expand Industry 

Steel company officers challenge this. They 
say that the new mechanical process makes it 


wider strips which in turn will result in new 
uses for steel. This development may be a 
matter of years and men thrown out of their 
jobs at present may suffer, they argue. Even- 
tually, however, it will mean, in the interpre- 
tation of the heads of the big companies, a 
greatly expanded industry. | 

Depressions ‘serve, of course, to speed up 
this process of technological displacement not 
only in steel but in all industries. Another 
incentive to replace men with machines was 
the Social Security tax which added a definite 
amount to the man-hour tost of production. 
In a slump it becomes imperative to cut down 
all costs, and particularly labor costs. Ways 
must be found to replace men with machinery. 
But at the same time, in one view at least, this 
very process of throwing men out of work 
tends to deepen the depression because it dries 
up sources of purchasing power. Whatever its 
effect, it goes on in good times as well as bad. 
The ingenuity of hundreds of technicians is 
put to the task of devising new machines. 
Corporations must make strenuous financial 
adjustments to meet new mechanized compe- 
tition—the Jones & Laughlin plant cost $25,- 
000,000. What individuals can do who have 
been displaced once and for all from industry 
only the relief offices know. 

It is a striking fact that while the steel

cent of capacity, two companies, the Mesta 
Machine Co. and the United Engineering and 
Foundry Co., are working full time. They are 
the companies that manufacture the machines. 
From their shops come the great presses and 
levelers and rollers that comprise the assembly 
line of the new type mechanical strip mill. 
It is not American firms that are buying. 
Recently the parts to make up a strip mill 
assembly line were shipped to Russia and an- 
other set went to Great Britain. 

In the old type of rolling mill the technique 
requires that the steel be handled 25 times by 
hand tongs before it can be put into an acid 
bath for pickling and treated ‘with heat for 
annealing. In the new type of mill an-electric 
crane lifts a 6500-pound slab and puts it into 
the furnace, 
started through the train of mills where it is 
rolled into a 1000-foot strip. As easily as 
thread is coiled on a spool it is wound on a 
drum and passed on to the final process. Not 
one pair of hand tongs touches the steel at 
any point in the quarter of a mile that it 
travels. 


Some Hand Mills Kept 


in Operation, However. |

their hand mills. Many companies that have 
constructed mechanical mille are keeping their 
hand plants in operation, for the time being at 
least.

Taken by Surprise. 


Ot the many Japanese docu- 
ments captured, one was the diary 
of a bodyguard to the Brigadier- 
General. This diary was a mix- 
ture of excellent writing, a record 
of looting and outraging of the 
Chinese people, and of contempt 
for the Chinese armies. 

The.diary came to an abrupt 
end on the night of Sept. 24. The 
last entry told how this body- 
guard and his Brigadier-General 
passed through Chinese lines, but 
suddenly saw Chinese troops mov- 
ing over the mountains in the 
moonlight. They did not yet 
know t the Eighth Route Army 


‘twas in the region, and so they 


went bowling along on their motor 
trucks, thinking themselves lords 


‘of all they surveyed. 


However, the Eighth Route 
Army never depended on military 


iforce alone. From the moment 


they reached North Shansi they 


began arousing, organizing, train-} 


ing and arming the people, 

They received permission to 
organize and arm the people only 
after the Japanese had occupied 
this territory. This was bitter 
ness indeed, for they believed that 
regular Chinese _ armies alone 
could neyer defeat the Japanese, 
‘but that the entire people of the 


country must be organized, 
trained and armed for nationwide 
warfare. But by the end of No- 
vember ‘they had organized and 
armed some 20,000 men in North 
Shansi, nearly all of them peas- 
ants, and these partisan units 
were fighting the Japanese shoul- 
der to shoulder with the Eighth 
Route Army over the whole 
northwestern front. 

The Eighth Route Army also 
came in contact with volunteers 
who had arisen in Japanese-occu- 
pied towns along the Pingsui line 
and trained them as best ti could, 

These volunteers were and re- 
main in a terrible plight—with- 
out winter clothing, shoes or suf- 
ficient food. The Eighth Route 
Army, the poorest army in China, 
has had but little money to give 
them. The Shansi government 
did not give them sufficient arms 
to arm the people, and the eap- 
ture of Japanese weapons could 
not keep pace with the needs of 
the people. 


Invaders’ Losses Heavy. 


The Japanese objective was 
then Taiyuanfu, and they were 
too exhausted to attempt the de- 
struction of the Eighth Route 
Army in their rear. Their losses 
in dead and wounded were heavy, 
though they kept thic a secret. 

By the middle of November the 

Eighth Route Army had destroyed 
over 1000 of their military trucks, 
21 of their airplanes in one raid 
on their air base at Yangmenpao 
the night of Oct. 18, had cap- 
tured over 1000 mules and horses, 
hundreds of rifles, about 50 ma- 
chine guns, some big guns and 
quantities of ammunition, medi- 
cine and other supplies. 
In the Pinghsingkwan battle 
alone the Japanese lost 3000 men 
of their crack Fifth Division, 
Chinese military men in Shanstf 
estimate the Japanese losses in 
the North at 30,000. 


Chinese Who Aid Enemy. 

The Japanese intend by propa- 
ganda to break the national united’ 
front. They have the rich land- 
lords and the gentry with them in 
the towns they occupy, for these 
gentry wait for them and serve as 
their “governments” and ‘their 
“peace preservation committees.” 
They further carry out Japanese 
orders by ordering all people to 
register their property and capital 
by a set time, or be branded as 
anti-Japanese and have it confis- 
cated and its owners slaughtered, 
The “governments” hunt down all 
anti-Japanese elements, have im- 
posed new and still more burden- 
some taxes on the people, confis+ 
cate food and collect young Chi- 
nese women for the use of the 
Japanese army.

It is not overstating the case to say that the enact- 
ment of Mr. May’s bill would make the return to the 
normal life and the normal pursuits of civilized. ob- 
jectives an extremely hazardous and difficult task. 
Section 3 would permit the President to seize private 
property almost at will; Section 4 would permit him 
to draft any and all persons between 21 and 31 into 
military service, without regard to exemptions other 
than the President himself provided: Section 5 would 
permit him to draft into the public service “any or 
all individuals engaged in the management or contro] 
of any industrial establishment.” Since “manage- 
ment,” “control” and “industrial establishment” are 
not defined, this could mean anybody, 

An even more dangerous provision of the bill is 
contained in Section 8, which says that “in time of 
war’ shall mean.the time intervening between the 
declaration of war by Congress and the passage by 
Congress of a resolution that such war has termi- 
nated. The last war was not terminated until July 1, 
1921, nearly three years after hostilities had ceased. 
Under the May bill, the unlimited dictatorship pro- 
posed for the next one might last indefinitely. 

In short, the bill seems designed for the purpose 
of making sure that we lose the war, whatever its 
military outcome.

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A CHARTER OF ACADEMIC FREEDOM. 

The University of Minnesota’s Board of Regents 
righted a wrong and bolstered academic freedom by 
its vote a few weeks ago to vindicate Prof. William 
A. Schaper, who had been summarily ousted from 
his university post in 1917 on unsupported charges 
of disloyalty to the Government. It did more, how- 
ever, than undoing an action inspired by war-time 
hysteria. As shown by the text of the resolution, 
recently made public, the Board of Regents also set 
forth a future policy for the university that is an 
admirable charter of academic freedom. It may be 
summarized as follows: 

No limitation upon the teacher's freedom in 
the exposition of his own subject in the class- 
room or in addresses and publications. 

No teacher may claim a right to discuss in 
his classroom controversial topics not germane 
to the course. 

No restraint upon the teacher’s freedom in 
choice of subjects for research undertaken on 
his own initiative, 

A teacher speaking or writing outside the in- 
stitution “is entitled to the same freedom and is 
subject to the same responsibilities as attach to 
all other citizens, but.in added measure.” 

The university assumes no responsibility for 
views expressed by faculty members, and they 
should make clear that they do not speak for the 
university. 

No dismissals before normal termination of ap- 
pointments and without full and open hearing 
before the Board of Regents, upon sufficient 
notice. 

The pronouncement is valuable in defining the re- 
sponsibilities of both university and faculty in this 
highly controversial field. A safeguard against in- 
justice and unseemly disputes would be set up if 
other institutions went on record with a similar set of 
principles.

writer a number of years ago by a sly, cyn- 
ical subordinate in the old and extremely 
unsavory Brennan machine in Chicago, now 
expanded into the equally unsavory but even 
more powerful Kelly-Nash machine, through 
which in the past few years many millions 
of Federal funds have filtered and to which 
have fallen slices of Federal patronage, 
huge and juicy beyond all political dreams. 

It is, of course, old stuff te point out that 
great machines such as the Kelly-Nash in 
Chicago, the Pendergast in Kansas City, 
the Frank Hague machine in New Jersey, 
and the numerous smaller ones in less pop- 
ulous towns are nourished at the public ex- 
pense, and exact a cash contribution from 
every citizen, rich and poor. 

It is perhaps trite, but it is none the less 
necessary to repeat that the waste and graft 
(“cakes” they call the latter in Chicago) of 
local government force the people to pay not 
only much more in direct taxes, but im- 
mensely more in indirect taxes, reflected in 
higher costs of rent, clothes and food.

What can be done to check the present 
downward trend of democracy? We must 
come out of the fog in which we live po- 
litically and get down to brass tacks. For 
example, one of the worst popular miscon- 
ceptions is that national government and 
politics are more important than local gov- 
ernment and politics, They are not. It is 
just the reverse, 3 

Local politics is not only more vital, but 
it is basic. It is the foundation upon which

The whole business starts in the precinct, 
and to confine our interest to the top and 
ignore the bottom is simply stupid. 

A second misconception is the cherished 
belief that the general election is more im- 
portant than the primary election; that 
while it is a duty to vote in the general elec- 
tion, primaries can be left to politicians. 

That is the average voter’s idea, And it 
is wickedly and dangerously untrue. The 
truth is that the primaries are infinitely 
more vital than the general election, The 
truth is that the primaries are the key to 
all politics. The truth is that, in general, 
the possession of that key gives to an in- 
dividual or an organization a power such as 
no individual or organization ought to have 
in a country such ag this; a power which 
makes a joke of majority rule; a power 
which is always and inevitably abused. 

It is held by the professional leaders of 


the political machines, and held not be- 


cause they have won it or earned it, but 
solely because the great masses of the voters 
do not participate in the primaries. It is 
largely acquired by default. 

There can be no doubt that indifference 


to the primaries is equivalent to handing 


the country over to the politicians to run 
not only locally but nationally, Presidents 
are nominated in conventions made up by 
delegates chosen in primaries—and if the 
primaries are controlled by the machine 
bosses, the machine bosses can pick the 
President, Any national convention of either 


party can be controlled by less than 50 men. 
There is no way for candidates of either 
of the parties to get on the general election 
ballot except through the primaries. 
Primaries are the exclusive gate through 
which all party candidates must pass. Con- 
trol of that gate in any community clearly 
means control of the political situation in 
that community. It ought then to be plain 
that so long as the machine controls the pri- 
maries, it has the power to limit the choice 
of the voters in the general election to its 


choice in the primaries. 


That is the second fact to let sink in. It 
is the real secret of machine power. De- 
feating its candidate in the general election 
not only does not break its grip; it often 
does not make a dent in it. 

When, as often happens, the vote in the 
primaries is as low as a fortieth of the 
general election vote, often less than a tenth, 
rarely more than a third, it is easy to under- 
stand how the politicians with their organ- 
ized jobholders, machine dependents and 
precinct workers can control. 

€ * * 


What can be done about it? Perhaps “the 
people” are not sufficiently alert or intelli- 
gent to do anything about it. Perhaps we 
will continue to wobble dumbly along, bleat- 
ing like sheep and letting the politicians 
“run it,” until we all land in the ditch, 

However, I do not believe that. I very 
firmly believe that there is enough intelli- 
gence in this country, if only it can be con- 
centrated and energized and unified in 
thought on this subject, to provide the lead- 
ership for the great, confused and strangely 
mingled mass of voters needed to restore 
health to pelitics. 2 

But to do that it is essential for the great 
number of informed and capable individuals, 
groups, agencies, societies and organizations 
in this country, who really want decent gov- 
ernment, who believe in our system and. 
want it to last, to cast aside inertia and 
impress certain facts upon the people: 

First, that local politics is very much more 
important than national politics, 

Second, that the primary is more impor- 
tant than the general election. 

Third, that these two things are basic and 
controlling, and not to appreciate this fact 
makes us a nation of political suckers, who 
soon or late will come to grief, 

If, through a persistent and continuous ed- 
ucational campaign, these facts can be 
drilled into the great, soggy, collective mind, 
eventually sentiment can be aroused. That 
is the main thing--sentiment and under- 
standing. And, of course, there are three 
concrete things for which intelligent lead- 
ership should ceaselessly fight: 

First, simpler and shorter ballots. 

Second, fewer elections. 

Third, honesty in count. 

As much as anything else, the unnecessar- 
ily numerous city and state elections and 
the outrageously complicated and bewilder-- 
ing ballots discourage the people from par- 
ticipation in their local affairs and play into 
the hands of the politicians. 

The picture is by no means hopeless. This 
country is so rich and so tough that even 
fools could not wreck it if once the people 
became sensibly vibrant about politics,

slaughtering, looting, raping. 
There is but one handicap—they 
do not speak the Chinese lan- 
guage, and the Eighth Route 
Army does. 

The Japanese have occupied a 
number of towns formerly held by 
the Eighth Route Army, but this 
means little. The Eighth Route 
Army has its own methods of 
fighting, and these do not resem- 
ble those adopted in the Yangtze 
Valley and, up to now, in North 
China above the Yellow River. 

The Eighth Route Army often 
gives up towns to the enemy and 
the topography of the country. 
When they retreat from a town the 
entire population goes with them, 
carrying all the food from the 
place In many such places the 
Eighth Route Army forces are 


the “partisans” and the entire peo- 


ple. 
Guerrilla Tactics. 

They all go to the hills and sur- 
round the city. The Japanese en- 
ter an empty town or city. When 
they go out to get food they are 
attacked from all sides and driven 
back. 

For instance, on Nov. 27, the Jap- 
anese column that took Ihsien on 
the Pinghan line moved westward, 
but was attacked in this manner, 
suffering heavy losses—including 
one of their five tanks. The en- 
tire population, including women 
and children, fought in that en- 
counter and drove them back. 

When an enemy column attacked 
Chuyang they were defeated and 
driven back and Chuyang held by 
the Eighth Route Army. The col- 
umn moving from Showyang on 

uhsien was met in early Decem- 

r first by 700 partisans armed 
with 200 rifles, who killed 100 of 
the ehemy and lost five of their 
own men. 

On the next day this enemy col- 
umn was met by the Eighth Route 
Army and defeated with heavy 
losses and driven back. 


Night Fighting. 

One column of Japanese have oc- 
cupied Weihsien (Yuchow), in Cha- 
har. They advanced with tanks, 
artillery and cavalry across a 
broad plain. The Eighth Route 
Army and the people evacuated the 
town and went to the hills about 
it. They fought the advancing 
enemy at night and kept them in- 
side the empty city, from which all 
food had been previously carried 
away. 

When one column of Japanese 
approached the town of Whenjen, 
in North Shansi, there was but one 
company of Highth Route Army 
men there. They, with the partis- 
ans and the population, left the 
town. To the east they met a col-

umn of from 700 to 800 Eighth 
Route Army men hurrying to help 
them. The combined force waited 
for the Japanese on the mountain 
known as Luanshihling. On Dec. 
1 they fought through one whole 
night, killing 200 of the enemy out- 
right. 

The Japanese retreated, taking 
their wounded. 

Forty Eighth Route Army cas- 
ualties occurred in this battle, 
among them 20 men whose hands 
were frozen and black and will have 
to be amputated. The Eighth Route 
Army is badly clothed and equipped, 
with no gloves at all, often no 
stockings and only thin cotton 
cloth shoes worn down to the froz- 
en earth. 

Hand-to-Hand Encounters. 


In this battle, in which the Jap- 
anese could not use any of their 
artillery, tanks or airplanes, the 
fight was hand-to-hand. The men 
with frozen hands could not fire 
their weapons, so they clubbed 
them. 

Since the new Japanese offensive 
began the Eighth Route Army 
along the Tatung-Taivuanfu route 
have killed from 1000 to 2000 of 
them. Of these most were Japa- 
nese and the rest Mongols and 
Manchurian bandits. 

In the first week of December 
two companies of the Eighth Route 
Army met a battalion of Japanese 
troops south of Taiyuanfu, bent on 
looting the crops of the people. 
They spread out and allowed the 
enemy to enter their circle, then 
killed over 100 outright. They have 
killed a number of Japanese caval- 
rymen in the region. 

Volunteers Battle to the Death. 


The Japanese have declared that 
they are going to “sweep the Eighth 
Route Army from China.” That is 
like picking up a handful of water. 
The whole political and military 
experience of the Communists 
proves that wherever the Chinese 
masses are given hope by the 
troops of their countrymen and are 
trained and armed, they never sub- 
mit to the Japanese, but fight to 
the death against them. 

Wherever Chinese troops have 
fled or retreated from the enemy 
and left the people to their fate, 
traitors have assumed control and 
run up the Japanese flag. 

Wherever the Eighth Route Army 
has gone Japanese flags disappear, 
traitors are hunted down and 
killed mercilessly, and the people 
are trained and armed, 

After that, with the mobile war- 
fare practiced by the Eighth Route 
Army and the people, Japanese ar- 
tillery, airplanes and tanks become 
largely ineffective in any place but 
the few walled towns, which can 


easily be isolated.

Senate-House Committee De- 
nies Request President Made 
in Budget Message. 


By the Associated Presse, 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—Legis- 
lation granting President Roose- 
velt’s request for power to veto 
individual items in appropriation 
bills met defeat today at the hands 
of a Senate-House Conference Com- 
mittee. In his budget message this 
year Mr. Roosevelt asked Congress 
to give him such authority by a 
statute or by an amendment to the 
Constitution. He left it to Congress 
to decide which course to pursue, 


The House attached to the 31, 
400,000 Independent Offices appro- 
priation bill a rider giving the 
President authority to veto indi- 
vidual items in all supply bills 
when he found such action would 
“aid in balancing the budget or in 
reducing the public debt.” 

Members of the Conference Com- 
mittee agreed to accept a Senate 
amendment eliminating the provi- 
sion. 

Under present law, the President 
is required to veto an entire ap- 
propriation bill, which may contain 
hundreds of individual items, in or- 
der to reject a single item which 
he finds objectionable. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, leading exponent of item 
veto, contends a constitutional 
amendment would be necessary to 
authorize it. 

The Conference Committee agreed 
on other provisions of the Inde- 
pendent Offices Bill, excepting 
three Senate amendments which 
were sent back to the House for 
further consideration. One of these 
would make available $2,763,000 to 
start construction of a T V A dam 
at Gilbertsville, Ky. Another would 
increase by $10,000,000 the appropri- 
ation for the Rural Electrification 
Administration, and the third 
would require Senate confirmation 
of all employes of independent 
agencies, excepting the T V A, who 
receive annual salaries of more 


than $5000. 


INSULIN IN TREATMENT 


Report in New England Journal of 
Medicine Says It Benefited 
All Who Used It. 
By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, March 5. — The New 
England Journal of Medicine today 
reported 100 thin men and women, 
suffering from malnutrition, 
showed striking improvement 
through the use of insulin, gaining 
immediately in weight and appe- 
tite. 

Most of the 100 persons studied 
noted an improved general and 
mental condition, an increase in 
strength and efficiency, and bet- 
ter intestinal functioning,” the re- 
port said. 

Insulin, widely-known in the 
treatment of diabetes, has long 
been established as a valuable aid 
“in producing a rapid gain in 
weight” in persons suffering from 
“nondiabetic malnutrition.” 

The report described a study of 
such individuals, not only during 
treatment but for from one to six 
years after treatment had ceased. 

Insulin was given over a period 
of from one to three months. In 
the interval after it had been 
stopped, it was reported that “the 
majority of the patients have 
maintained the increased weight 
during the various follow-up pe- 
riods and have felt better because 
of it.” 


ALL KANSAS CITY CANDIDATES 
TO WIN IN TUESDAY PRIMARIES

DUCKS UNLIMITED INC. 
TRUSTEES TO MEET FRIDAY 


Plan for Restoration of Waterfowl 
in Canada to Be Taken Up 
at Chicago Session. 

NEW YORK, March 5. — The 
first international waterfowl re- 
storation movement, aimed at pre- 
serving the great Canadian “duck 
factory,” will be launched at Chi- 
cago next Friday, at a meeting of 
the national board of trustees of 
“Ducks Unlimited, Inc.,” a non- 
profit corporation sponsored by the 
More Game Birds Foundation and 
representing thousands of Amer- 
ican duck hunters, 

The corporation, formed last year, 
plans to begin field work next 
spring in Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, prairie provinces 
which contain important duck- 
breeding grounds. More than $20,- 
000,000 in Federal funds has been 
spent in recent years for waterfowl 
refuges in the United States, but 
since Federal funds cannot be spent 
in Canada, American duck hunters 
are undertaking to finance the pro- 
gram there themselves. 

Provincial officials and organiza- 
tions have offered full co-operation, 
including setting aside of marsh 
areas. A substantial fund already 
has been subscribed by sportsmen 
throughout the United States. Con- 
trol of crows, which consume duck 
eggs on some breeding grounds, is 
one of the activities planned. 

The Ducks Unlimited Board of 
Trustees membership was selected 
by state committees. Members in- 
clude Percy J. Orthwein and Louis 
H. Egan of St. Louis and Justice 
E. L. McHaney of the Arkansas 
Supreme Court, Little Rock.

Whole Towns Thrown Out of Work 
in Some Cases. 

It has already happened at 
Clarksburg, W. Va., where 1100 
workers were displaced. At Weir- 
ton in West Virginia 1400 were out. 
And so it goes, with often whole 
towns losing their sole source of 
employment. There is the threat 
that certain of these steel towns 
will become deserted villages. It is 
not only the former employe of 
the mill who will be forced to go 
elsewhere in search of employment, 
but the doctor, the lawyer and the 
merchant cannot live in a town 
which has lost its payroll. In the 
same way Pennsylvania coal min- 
ing towns have been deserted as the 
big coal companies have concen- 
trated on large deposits exploited 
with labor-saving machinery. 

The companies have thus far 
shown no inclination to accept re- 
sponsibility for these dispossessed 
workers, many of whom are above 
that perilous age line, 40 or 45 
which complicates the job of find- 
ing a job. There is a parallel to 
what is happening here in Great 
Britain. There “depressed” centers 
have been created where industry, 
and particularly ship building, has 
receded. The British Government 
is attempting to move workers from 
the deserted industrial villages on 
the e side and in the Welsh coal 
fields centers where new indus- 
tries have grown up. 

Story of Dispossessing “Aristocrat 
of Labor.” 

The fact is here that men who 
have worked in hand mills are not 
wanted, in most instances, in the 
new strip mills. They have been 
accustomed to working in a mill 
turning out 10 tons in eight hours, 
and they cannot condition them- 
selves, company officials say, to see- 
ing 1000 tons produced in a strip 
mill in eight hours, 

Lawrence Corn, president of the 
local union in the sheet mills at 
Portsmouth, O., is a typical worker 
of the old type, an “aristocrat of 
labor,” according to Ruttenberg. At 
the recent S W O C convention, he 
was obsessed by one thing, and that 
was that the Portsmouth mills were 
being dismantled, He could not be- 
lieve that this thing was happen- 
ing. It seemed contrary to nature. 
He had worked there for 24 years. 
It had taken him seven years to 
learn his trade. But now Corn and 
virtually all of his 1500 fellow work- 
ers in the Portsmouth mills are 
through. Today 250 strip mill 
workers are producing as many 
tons of sheet steel in six months 
as the 1500 men at Portsmouth pro- 
duced in a year. 


Pressing Buttons Is All There Is 
for Workman. 

A high school graduate can learn 
to operate the electric controls in 
a few weeks. If he is intelligent, 
it is a matter of two weeks or less, 
and if he is below the level of or- 
dinary intelligence it is scarcely 
more than a month. He will never 
need to learn anything more to 
hold his job. 

High up in the control station he 
sits, pressing the buttons on the 
switchboard before him, the lights 
on the control board going red, 
green, white, indicating the stage 
of the process going forward on the 
assembly line down below and the 
next button to push or lever to pull. 
Their faces have a different quality 
from those of the traditional steel 
workers under the old hand proc- 
ess. They are young, slight, with a 
preoccupied look, an absorbed look, 
their thoughts apparently a long 
way off. At various points through- 
out the plant are brain units,“ 
metallurgical stations ‘where the 
steel is subjected to a series of 
tests, 8 
Depression Forced Use of Mechan- 


ized Process. 

The cycle that the process of 
mechanization has followed is re- 
vealing. The technique had been 
perfected for some time, by the 
American Rolling Mill Co., before 
any general use was made of it. 
When steel prices were high and 
every ton produced was automat- 
ically sold, in the boom years of 
1926, 1927 and 1928, it was only a 
few of the smaller companies that 
installed the mechanical mills. It 
was understood that in general, the 
industry disapproved of this inno- 
vation. Why take this step since it 
means that plant and machinery in 
which we have invested millions of 
dollars will be made obsolete? That 
was the argument of the steel mas- 
ters. 

But as the depression that began 
in 1929 deepened, the pressure to 
reduce costs grew proportionately. 
There were certain mavericks 
among the steel masters who de- 
cided to go ahead with the mechan- 
ization process, even though it was 
known throughout the industry that 
“Big Steel” didn’t want it. 

A typical company that mechan- 
ized early was the Weirton Steel 
Co., headed by E. T. Weir. Weir's 
company paid dividends right 
through the depression and the rea- 
son, some people think, is because 
he had pared down labor costs by 
mechanizing his mills. His larger. 
competitors disagree, suggesting 
that the reason for his dividends 
was his policy of paying less than 
the going wage to his workers. The 
fact remains that Little Steel,” 
which mechanized early, managed 
to make a better showing in the de- 
pression than “Big Steel,“ which 
had held off. 

Since 1930, strip mill annual ca- 


ae to Ruttenberg. By con- 
trast, the increase of capacity from 
1926 to 1930 had been only from 
774,500 tons to 2,776,500. 

“The boom of 1936 and 1937 saved 
the hand mills from being dis- 
mantled in wholesale fashion,” Rut- 
28282 says. “When the industry 

was booming in April of 1937 the 
problem was to find outlets for the 
new capacity. The steel trade was 
hopeful that the excess capacity 
would force a lowering in prices of 
strip mill products, but now that a 
depression has set in, the excess 
capacity is being eliminated and 
prices are being maintained. The 
present problem is to find enough 
business to operate the new effi- 
cient mills and today the hand mills 
are being permanently closed down 
at an alarming rate.” 

Besides the plants at Portsmouth 
employing 1500 men, the Wheeling 
Steel Co. has announced the aban- 
donment of 24 tin mills in York- 
ville, O., normally employing 1300 
men. Carnegie-Illinois is shutting 
down 20 mills at New Castle and 
the shutdown will be permanent. 
Fourteen sheet mills at Monroe, 
Mich., employing 600 men, are be- 
ing dismantled by Republic Steel. 
Ruttenberg has compiled a list of 
nearly 100 smaller mills employing 
more than 5000 workers, all of 
which have been shut down in re- 
cent weeks, ‘ 

Dismantling Hand Mills. 

“The steel industry,” he says, 
“has never used all of its potential 
hand-mill and strip-mill capacity. 
The maximum annual capacity of 
the hand mills and strip mills in 
1929 was 18,000,000 tons, and only 
15,000,000 tons were produced. By 
July of this year the steel indus- 
try will be capable of producing 28, 
000,000 tons if no more hand mills 
are dismantled. In 1937, the best 
year since 1929, not more than 16,- 
000,000 tons of strip steel, plate, 
sheets and black plate were con- 
sumed. 

“The prospects for consumption 
of these products in 1938 indicate 
that considerably less will con- 
sumed than in 1937. With no out- 
let for the excess capacity the steel 
operators are operating the low- 
cost strip mills and dismantling in 
wholesale fashion their hand mills. 
The dismantling will continue until 
only 20 per cent of the hand mills, 
with an annual capacity of 3,000,000 
tons, will remain. Together with 
the strip mills, the steel industry 
will then have a yearly capacity of 
17,000,000 tons of strip steel, plates, 
sheets and black plate, which is 
more than ever has been consumed 
in a single year. And if the de- 
mand should ever exceed 17,000,000 
tons, the hand mills will not be sal- 
vaged, but new strip-mill capacity 
will be added.” 


Few Look for Sharp Fall in Price. 

What company officials say about 
price is that while there has been 
no material change, a far better 
grade of steel is being sold today 
for the same price, If there were a 
substantial break in the present 
price of tin plate—$117.70 a ton, ap- 
proximately what it sold for in 1929 
—it would be impossible to keep the 
hand mills in operation in competi- 
tion with the new mechanical mills. 
Recently the price of auto sheet 
steel quoted by certain companies 
broke about $4 a ton and there was 
some talk that this presaged a gen- 
eral price reduction. But there are 
few persons in the industry who 
have any serious expectation of a 
price break. 

Cost Cut 61 Per Cent. 

Ruttenberg presents figures to 
show that the total labor cost re- 
quired to produce a ton of tin plate, 
one of the principal products of 
the new mechanized mills, has been 
reduced 61 per cent, or from $36 
a ton to $14. If a Substantial part 
of this lowered labor cost were con- 


verted into lower prices, he says, 
then possibly new uses for tin plate 
might be developed that would cre- 
ate jobs elsewhere. 

Part of the saving due to re- 
duced cost goes for a long time to 
pay for the new mechanical mills. 
The head of the American 
Mill Co., C. R. Hook, has estimated 
that $350,000,000 has been invested 
in the 27 strip mills, an average in- 
vestment of $13,000,000 in each mill, 
Carnegie-Illinois’ new plant at Ir- 
win is to cost $45,000,000. Amorti- 
zation on the $25,000,000 Jones & 
Laughlin plant is approximately 
$225,000 a month. When produc- 
tion is down below 45 per cent, this 
amount has to be found some 
where, for the interest on the bonds 
that were sold to build the new 
plant goes right on regardless of 


the state of industry. 


The Bonuses of Y ear. 

Ruttenberg and other S W OC 
officials declare that in the pros- 
perous years of 1936 and 1937 a 
great deal of the saving effected by 
mechanization went into bonuses 
and fatter salary checks for com- 
pany officials. They point to the 
“handsome salaries” and bonuses of 
the executives of National Steel, 
Weir's principal company, and the 
American Rolling Mill Co. There 
are no such bonuses in sight this 
year. Realistic forecasters in the 
industry can foresee no apprecia- 
ble increase in steel production 
through June. They hesitate to 
carry their predictions beyond that 
date. 

It is somewhat ironic that this 
displacement of men by machines 
should come at such an accelerated 
rate just as organized labor seems 
to have won an indisputable victory 
in the steel industry. Union con- 
tracts are now being renewed at 
conferences between company offi- 
cials and Clinton S. Golden, region- 
al director of the S W O C. Those 
skeptics who predicted that the m- 
dustry would take advantage of the 
first severe business recession to 
try to break the union have been 
refuted. In many of thé contracts 
that have been renewed there are 
small but definite gains. 


A Problem Without an Answer. 


On every hand, Golden says, there 
appears to be a willingness to bar- 
gain with the union, an acceptance 
of collective bargaining as a fixed 
part of the industrial picture. Even 
in “Little Steel,” such companies as 
Republic and National, where the 
union has been so bitterly resisted, 
shop committees are reporting 
grievances and organizers are at 
work. Golden believes that it will 
only be a matter of time, and a 
comparatively short time, before 
these companies are signed up. 

About the problem of displaced 
workers, the union can, of course, 
do nothing. At the S WO C con- 
vention in December, Philip Mur- 
ray, chairman, called attention to 
the seriousness of the situation, 
pointing out that in the course of 
three years about 85,000 workers 
would be thrown out of their jobs. 
Frankly admitting that he did not 
know the answer, Murray recom- 
mended a thorough-going congres- 
sional investigation of the displace- 
ment of men by machines not only 
in steel but in other major indus- 
tries. 

What this would show, in the 
opinion of Ruttenberg and others 
who have studied the problem, is 
that the process of displacement 
has been going on since the start 
of the industry. Gradually for the 
most part, with some branches vir- 
tually unaffected, it has been ac- 
celerated by sharp down-swings of 
the economic cycle. And once a 
major technological change has 
been introduced into an industry 
every company must sooner or later 
accept it or go under. The inex- 
orable force of competition makes 
that inevitable.

The picture 
that emerges is one of a maladjust- 
ed young man, unable to get along 
in school, barred from the profes- 
sions because of his deficient edu- 
cation, despising manual labor so 
much that he refused to join a 
trade union, seeking an outlet for 
his frustrations in the wish-dreams 
of political agitation. By sheer 
chance he came upon the stage at 
a moment when the entire German 
nation happened to share his frus- 
tration, his disappointment with 
life. He offered the German peo- 
ple not a program, but a scape- 
goat, a psychological short-cut 
through their problems. All ills 
could be attributed to the Jews and 
the Marxists; Hitler would cast out 
these devils, and all would be well. 
With a glad grunt of relief the 
Germans embraced the Nazi salva- 
tion, as offered by the Fuehrer 
whom Price calls the first dema- 
gogue in their history since Luther.

Mussolini’s coming to power was 
another matter. Italy was in a 
state of virtual anarchy in 1922, 
and leadership was open to anyone 
who had self-confidence enough to 
seize it. Mussolini, with only 300,- 
000 Blackshirts behind him, moved 
while the radicals, less well organ- 
ized, were still making plans. Once 
he had seized the reins of govern- 
ment, he displayed competence 
enough to hold them.

NDIANS who resisted the en-

The Apaches especially 
have been painted always as blood- 
thirsty devils the peace- 
able exploiters of farm lands and 
mines, raiding on both sides of the 
Mexican-U. S. border without due 
regard for property rights. So it is 
gratifying to read a history of those 
“bad men” of the Southwest that 
omits at least the horns, and fails 
to whitewash their enemies.

Lockwood offers a thorough ac- 


count of the Apache Indian, from 
the first contact with the Mexican 
invaders, through the peaceful 
relations with Americans that end- 
ed when an American Army officer 
double-crossed Chief Cochise and 
started a long program of hostility 
and distrust, to the surrender of 
Geronimo and reservation life. It 
is not a very pretty picture, espe- 
cially where it recounts the stupid- 
ity of the Government in dealing 
with the Indians whenever they 
surrendered.

Being the nephew of the great 
man, Mr. Nicolson writes from a 
decided vantage point. As a boy 
he regarded his uncle with a great 
deal of awe and veneration, and 
now writes of him with admiring 
appreciation. Lord Dufferin was 
formed of “contrasting strands of 
the conventional and the eccen- 
tric.” Undeniably fascinating, he 
possessed a striking simplicity of 
soul which was shown by his deep 
religious feeling, his devotion to 
his mother, his fidelity to his wife. 
Hig romantic attachment to Scott's 
novels and his “passion for titles, 
heraldry and ceremonial” are in

JUDGE LYNCH: His First Hundred Years. 
By Frank Shay. (ives, Washburn, inc., 
New York.) 


UDGE LYNCH is one of the 
J vusiest and most persistent of 

American magistrates. For more 
than a century he has been car- 
rying out his brutal sentences of 
burning at the stake, hanging, 
death by slow torture. The flim- 
siest of evidence is enough to con- 
vict men and women in his court, 
and their pleas in self-defense fall 
on deaf ears. The mob is Judge 
Lynch’s eager executioner, and 
from his verdicts there is no ap- 
al. 
Writers on Judge Lynch's harsh 
jurisprudence both condemn and 
analyze. They assail the institu- 
tion as a major blot on American 
democracy, as a breakdown of 
law and a reversion to savagery. 
They trace it historically to the 
days of anti-slavery agitation and 
to the impromptu courts of a law- 
less frontier. Its survival in the 
South they attribute to economic 
rivalry, to white antagonism to- 
ward the Negro, to the courts’ cus- 
tomary failure to punish mob mur- 
ders. 

* * od 

The author of this latest book on 
the lynching problem condemns 
and analyzes, but superficially. A 
great share of his pages is given 
over to extended accounts of lynch- 
ings, in which all their horror and 
bestiality is brought out in shock- 
ing detail. This is a logical method 
of arousing the public revulsion 
against lynching which is one es- 
sential for its eradication, but it 
is not in this instance sufficiently 
bolstered by exposition and analy-

sis to attain the desired effective- 
ness. 

One of the best works on the 
subject, “The Tragedy of Lynch- 
ing,” by Arthur Raper, issued by 
the Southern Commission on the 
Study of Lynching in 1933, also 
goes extensively into the details of 
mob murders, but in addition its 
writer conducted thorough investi- 
gations in the communities to ex- 
pose the social and economic roots 
of the mob crimes, and plumbed 
the public reactions they brought 
forth. These are sober sociological 
case studies; Mr. Shay’s tend more 
to be crime thrillers, His book 
suffers considerably by comparison 
with such a work, and also is in- 
ferior to Walter White’s “Rope 
and Faggot” (1929), a penetrating 
and comprehensive study of lynch- 
ing. 

* — * 

The recent Senate filibuster 
which resulted in the failure of the 
Wagner anti-lynching bill lends 
timeliness to a new book on the 
subject. Strangely enough, how- 
ever, Mr. Shay makes only one 
brief mention, in his preface, of 
Federal legislation in this field. 
His book includes an extensive 
summary of state laws on lynch- 
ing, but lack of analysis is again 
a handicap. 

The book does have value in 
making plain the innate vicious- 
ness of lynching, and in extending 
the study across the color line to 
include mob killings in labor dis- 
putes. Despite its shortcomings, 
Mr. Shay’s book is to be welcomed 
as a contribution toward solving a 
great problem, still far from solu- 
tion, in which every effort counts.

ERE are thoroughly competent 
Hz of two American states- 

men who have not, until now, 
been given the attention due them. 
George Mason (1725-1792), Virginia 
planter, and one of the leading dele- 
gates to the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, refused, at the last minute, 
to sign his name to the new char- 
ter. George Clinton (1739-1812), 
Revolutionary soldier and seven- 
term Governor of New York, was 
one of the most vigorous and ef- 
fective opponents of the ratifica- 
tion of the Constitution. 

Miss Helen Hill, who wrote 
the article on Mason for the 
Dictionary of American Biogra- 
phy, gives us the only biography 
of the Virginia rationalist since 


land, a, descendant of the family, 
in 1892. Mr, Spaulding, formerly 
a professor of history at Trin- 
ity College, Hartford, Conn., and 
now assistant chief of the Division 
of Research and Publication in the 
State Department, says that Clin- 
ton “is the most important indi- 
vidual in American history who has 
not had a biography.” 


Although that statement might 
not be provable to the satisfaction 
of all students of American his- 
tory, the fact remains that both 
Clinton and Mason are worthy sub- 
jects for first-rate biographies from 
the hands of modern scholars, De- 
Witt Clinton may be the member 
of the family best known to poster- 
ity, but it was his Uncle George 
who was the hero of the voters of

the United States than it is today. 
To read the story of his rise from 
humble beginnings to long domin- 
ion in New York politics is to real- 
ize that Alfred E. Smith was 
following a well-blazed trail in his 
notable exploits at Albany. How 
close the rugged Clinton came to 
preventing New York’s ratification 
of the Constitution was shown by 
the vote of 30 to 27 in the ratifying 
convention. '

Miss Hill's subject is especially 
interesting today, for the reason 
that Mason wanted the Constitu- 
tion to repose more authority in the 
people and to provide for greater 
opportunity for popular participa- 
tion in the determination of poli- 
cies. He wanted the work of the 
convention put directly to the peo- 
ple rather than to conventions. He 
wanted the power to initiate 
amendments vested, not in Con- 
gress, but with the people, He want- 
ed a bill of rights. Defeated on all 
these points, and without the pros- 
pect of a second convention to 
overcome the deficiences, he did 
the only thing he felt he could do. 
With Elbridge Gerry and Edmund 
Randolph, two of the other leading 
delegates, he regretfully withheld 
his name. 

Mr, Spaulding’s book affords us 
a valuable study of how the first 
large political machine was devel- 
oped, and how it operated a cen- 
tury and a half-before Pendergast, 
Kelly, Nash and Guffey. A notable

“We have the patience and en- 
durance born of 5000 years of strug- 
gle and strife,” he declared. “We 


may bend, but we will never break.” 


“Our strength is the strength of 
our age-old Yangtze and Yellow 
rivers, slowly but inexorably boring 
their way through the mighty 
mountains. Our patience is based 
on centuries of suffering and pri- 
vation. We will. wear down Japan 
to the point of exhaustion by the 
sheer weight and strength ef our 
huge population, by our limitless pa- 
tience and endurance, and by our 
natural resources. 
Time means little in a country that 


as existed for millenniums.” 


Discussing the same theme at a 
conference of divisional army com- 
manders here, Chiang warned the 
army leaders that they must be 


‘prepared to carry on the fight 


against Japan for five years or 
more. 

“In view of the magnitude of the 
struggle and of the great principles 
for which China’ is fighting,” he 
said, “this is not a long time as the 
history of nations goes. 

Cites American Example. 

“You must remember that Amer- 
fea did not achieve its independ- 
ence from England until after long 
years of bitter struggle. But in the 
end the American colonists, by their 
tenacity, determination and brav- 
ery, were victorious. 

“You must also remember that 
the Americans, in winning their lib- 
erty, also established the founda- 
tions of democracy. That is the 
goal of the new China. We must 
strive for real democracy, equality, 
the removal of all traces of privi- 
lege and overlordship.” 

The Generalissimo said it was one 

of the dearest wishes of his life 
to visit the United States with 


Mme. Chiang Kai-shek (who was 
‘educated there) so he could study 


the social, political, economic and 
industrial structure of the United 
States, which he regards as one of 


the greatest nations in the world. 


Asked if, in the light of Ger- 
many's failure to bring about peace 
between China and Japan, he would 
welcome American mediation fo set- 
tle the conflict, he replied: “Yes, 
because I feel your President would 
see to it that each side was given 
a fair deal, justice and satisfac- 


tion.” 


Chiang said nothing would please 
him more than to serve as one of 
China’s delegates at such a peace 
conference “in Washington.”

Owners Wish to Clear Tract 
Without Changing Status of 
Pernod-Marquette Area. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment 
will be asked this week to approve 
a permit for a clay mine tipple on 
a 24acre tract of vacant ground 
between Pernod and Marquette ave- 
nues, west of Macklind avenue. 

Harold F. Hecker, attorney for 
the landowners, the Northampton 
Realty Co. and the Superior Press 
Brick Co., notified Building Com- 
missioner Charles A. Welsch yester- 
day that the appeal would be filed 
tomorrow. It wil] be heard Wednes- 
day. 

By order of Public Safety Direc- 
tor George W. Chadsey, Welsch re- 
fused last year to issue the permit 
because the tipple was held to be 
an industrial use, whereas the prop- 
erty is zoned for the highest type 
residential use. 

Late last year, the Board of Pub- 
lic Service recommended a change 
to an industrial zone for a limited 
period, for the sole purpose of re- 
moving the fire clay remaining in 
an old mine, so that the land would 
settle and become safe for homes. 
Hecker said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday that the owners, 
who wish to develop the property 
into home sites, did not wish the 
zoning change. Therefore, they de- 
cided to try the appeal, seeking, 
in effect, a five-year mining permit, 
which would allow them to remove 
the clay without an ordinance that 
might be obnoxious later on. 

Charles J. Swarthout, represent- 
ing the Central Twenty-fourth 
Ward Improvement Association,

Dr. Hall and Dr. Bagby Re- 


port Findings in Regard to 
Young Patients. | 


Cancer can and does occur in 
persons 30 years old or younger, a 
study at Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital has shown, Dr. 
Norman Hall and Dr. James. W. 
Bagby. of the hospital's staff re- 
ported in the leading article of the 
current issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

The age of the patient should not 
influence physicians in procrasti- 
nation and “watchful waiting,” they 
wrote, adding, “results of treatment 
in young persons, as in older ones, 
depend on early diagnosis and 
adequate treatment.” 

“The old concept of cancer as a 
disease highly selective of the lat- 
ter span of life is undoubtedly a 
factor that militates to no small 
degree against proper recognition 


of this disease,” they continued. 


“Furthermore, the seeming ten- 
dency of cancer to manifest itself 
to an increasing degree during the 
earlier decades of life is a fact 


Vor these reasons we have made 
this study of the material at the 
Barnard Free Skin and Cancer 
Hospital, where, since 1908, there 
have been 134 patients between 8% 
and 31 years of age in whom the 
diagnosis of cancer was confirmed 
by microscopic examination.” 

In introducing their material, Dr. 
Hall and Dr. Bagby commented: 
“The more one sees of cancer and 
studies it niicroscopically, the more 


is one convinced that occasional 


mistakes are made in the diagno- 
sis of cancer.” 

Of the 134 cases of proved can- 
cer in persons 30 or under, 29 were 
men and 105 women. Besides the 
proved cases, there were 72 so-called 
clinical cases, those not examined 
microscopically but thought to 
have had the disease. 

“For the past five years in this 
clinic, excluding the female genital 
tract and breast, 1.7 per cent of the 
cancer cases with microscopic diag- 
nosis occurred in persons 30 years 
of age or younger,” the physicians 
wrote. “For the same time 7.4 per 
cent of the patients with proved 
carcinoma of the cervix were in the 
first three decades of life. 

“Carcinoma of the cervix and 
breast in persons 30 years of age 
or younger has increased in a 
greater ratio at this clinic for the 
past five years as compared to the 
previous five years than the same 
condition in older women.”

He Suggests Tax Concessions 
to Firms That Use Year 
Round Plan.

WASHINGTON, March 5. — A 
member of the Senate Unemploy- 
ment Committee said today that 
careful study was being given to 
encouraging establishment of the 
annual wage system in industry by 
means of tax concessions, -- ) 

Senator Hatch (Dem.), New Mex- 
ico, disclosed he had been studying 
various proposals to give labor a 
year-round wage, instead of paying 
workers by the hour, and had 
poy such systems highly desir- 

le. 

President Roosevelt has been ad- 
vocating an annual wage for con- 
struction workers as a means of 
bringing down home-building. costs 
and increasing employment in the 


building trades, 


“The great problem is that of 
providing security for employes,” 
Hatch said in an interview. “It is 
even more important than the 
questions of higher wages and short- 
er hours.” 

“As a.step toward certainty and 
stabilization the annual wage cer- 
‘tainly seems a very wise plan,” he 
continued, adding that it should be 
relatively easy to establish in big, 
cohesive industries such as auto- 
mobiles and steel. 

Hatch saick he did not feel legis- 
lation forcing industry to guaran- 
tee an annual wage was desirable, 
because the main effort should be 
to get “labor and industry to work 
together toward that end.” 

To encourage this, he said, the 
Government might grant tax con- 
cessions to industries which volun- 
tarily established annual wage sys- 
teras, 

Hatch said tax reductions grant- 
ed such industries would serve to 
increase father than decrease Fed- 
eral revenues, because the annual 
wage would increase purchasing 
power, bolster business and serve 
to generate other tax revenue. 

The New Mexico Senator, who 
has taken an active part in the 
Unemployment Committee’s studies, 
contended the annual wage system 
also would help to prevent depres- 
sions in the future. 

Hatch said he had been im- 
pressed favorably by recent testi- 
mony before the committee of Jay 
C. Hormel of the Hormel Packing 
Co. Hormel told the committee 
his company began experimenting 
will the annual wage in 1931, and 
that a system guaranteeing 52 equal 
pay checks a year, plus vacations 
and sick leave, applied to 2373 of 
the concern’s 4000 employes last 


year. 

Hormel said employes’ efficiency 
had increased greatly after the an- 
nual wage was established, and 
that this had given workers more

MOSCOW.—Russian scientists 
will set out soon to explore one 
of the coldest places on earth, the 
land of the icé water fountains, 

It is an area of 58 square miles 
in the Yakut region of Siberia, 
where the temperature drops to 94 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit. 
Only in one other place, Antarc- 
tica, has the thermomefer gone 
lower. 

Known as the Pole of Coldness,” 
the region, resembling a vast skat- 
ing rink in winter, will be visited 
for a year by an expedition of the 
Soviet Academy of Sciences. The 
expedition expects to pitch its camp 
by the end of April. 

The icefield which forms every 
winter at a spot between Verk- 
hoyansk and Sredne-Kolymsk is 
said by Soviet authoritiés to be the 
largest on land in the ‘world. It 
forms from a m rious seepage 
of water from the beds of the small 
rivers Kyra and Nekhoran, coat- 


ness of 10 feet in some places. 

The rise of the water in spring- 
like gushes at the amazing rate of 
140 to 280 cubic feet a second 
through the soil, as reported in the 
newspaper Izvestia, is the chief 
phenomenon to be studied. Some be- 
lieve these tremendous gushes are 
the result of atmospheric precipi- 
tations accumulating in the soil, 
others that the water springs from 
deep layers of the earth’s crust. 

The scientists will have to travel 
from Moscow by train for a long 
distance, then ride 800 miles in au- 
tomobiles to Yakutsk, travel by 
horses to Verkhoyansk and thence 
by reindeer 230 miles to the ice- 
field. a 

The expedition will take along 
food, four tents, a radio station, 
drilling machines and a labora- 
tory. The tents are only for the 
first three months, the period dur- 
ing which the scientists. will build 
a log house on the spot of their 
research,

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WRITER SAYS TRIBE. 
~ FED BABIES LIQUOR 


Drinking’ Habits of American 
Aborigines Described by 
Yale Anthropologist. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 5.— 
Aboriginal Americans fed liquor to 
new-borh babies, according to Wes- 
ton La Barre, Yale winner of the 
Sterling Fellowship, who is now on 
a field trip in Batavia. 

At least 36 varieties of undis- 
tilled alcoholic liquors, wines or 
beers were used on both American 
continents, an article by La Barre 
reports in the American Anthropol- 
ogist. 

Most of the intoxicants, he says, 
were fermented plant juices and 
were used extensively in ceremoni- 
als. 

A Mexican Indian tribe, the 
humari, made wine from corn 
stalks, adding the narcotic frijolillo 
or mescal bean to fortify it. 

The maize-beer bata-like was of 
the utmost importance in Tarahu- 
mari life,” La Barre writes. “All 
celebrations, dances and religious 
ceremonies required its preparation 
and drinking. 

“It was given with the mother’s 
milk to the new-born baby, who 
also was ‘cured’ or sprinkled with 
it. It was applied externally for 
all diseases as a remedy and it was 
the means of payment to assistants 
for the cultivation of the fields, and 
a sacrifice to obtain rain.” 

The report said that in the United 
States nearly all Southwestern In- 
dian groups except the Pueblos used 
intoxicants. The Apache often pre- 
ceded ceremonial drinking by a fast 
so they might better experience the 
effects of the alcohol. 

One tribe, the Papago, makes a 
fermented liquor today from the 
fruit of the giant cactus. When the 
fruit is ripening, they laugh, point 
at it and say, “See the liquor grow- 
ing.” ‘ 

Then they sing songs about it. 

They are careful, however, to 
drink their liquor on someone else’s 
premises. “No family may drink 


jts own liquor lest the house burn 


down,” La Barre says, “but they 
drink at other houses.“

ANCER isn’t the most pleasant 
topic we could choose for dis- 
cussion in our Sunday Women’s

ence pronounces “early cancer defi- 
nitely curable.” But cancer is a 
subject of vital and particular in- 
terest to women. In a moment I'll 
tell you several reasons why. 
Cancer in the vital statistics 
jranks as Public Health Enemy No. 
2, just below heart disease. That 
fact may be news to the laity, can- 
cer diagnoses being hedged. about 
with much secrecy. But here is the 
record: 
| 1. Heart disease, 264 deaths per 
100,000. 


J. 2. Cancer, 113 deaths | per 100,000. 


And cancer is on the increase, 
This is due to some factors of mod- 
ern life—lengthening of the life 
span (cancer occurs most frequent- 


i after middle age, though it may 
jattack any age, even 
| born), 


babes un- 
some occupational causes 
(chemicals, dusts, frictions, fumes 
of industry), smoke in the cities 
(there is a definite increase of lung 
cancers), and because, paradoxical- 
ly enough, with greater knowledge, 
more interest, more correct diag- 
noses, cancer deaths loom up more 
numerously for the reason that 


as such, 

“More has been learned about 
cancer during the last 20 years than 
about almost anything else in the 
field of medicine,” it is stated by 
a physician representing the Amer- 
ican Society for the Control of Can- 
cer. “The symptoms, nature and 
differences in cancer are known, 
and the best treatment indicat- 
ed for each. It must be one 
of three, surgery, radium, X-ray, or 
a combination of these. Great prog- 
ress has been made in surgical 
techniques, More powerful and saf- 
er X-ray apparatus is yearly being 
constructed. Radium is not only 
more abundant and hence cheaper, 
but refinements of its use are con- 
stantly being improved. We know 
everything except the “why” of can- 
people continue. to 
die of cancer.” 

In only one State, Massachusetts, 
it was pointed out, where there ex- 
ists the most progressive cancer 

with State-operated can- 
cer clinics within a radius of every 
50 miles, has there been, and that 
for the first time last year, record- 


„ed a decrease in death rates from 


cancer.

is all because,“ continued the 
octor, of a spirit of fear, 
read and secrecy that en- 
velopes the subject of cancer. 
This is a hangover from the 
days not so long ago — 30 years 
—before the discovery of radium, 
its application and the intro- 
duction of the X-ray in treatment, 
when there was, with reason, the 
associated idea that cancer must be 
fatal, or involve the slicing out of 
large portions of the anatomy, and 
disfigurement. 

“Cancer always is local when it 
starts. At that point it is curable 
and nothing to be afraid of. Fear 
of facing a reality prevents people 
from reporting early symptoms. If 
we could suade patients to come 
to us sooner, we could, with our 
present knowledge, reduce the 
death rate 50 per cent. 

“Fear is bred in ignorance. We 
must fight cancer with knowledge, 
with public enlightenment; frankly, 
with publicity.” 

That’s where cancer becomes a 
subject of particular and peculiar 
interest to women. 

There is more than one reason 
why. The vital one, that women 
in their .bodies harbor two of its 
most inviting breeding places, the 
breast and the uterus. The senti- 
mental one, since it was a woman, 
Madame Curie, who discovered ra- 
dium. It is fitting that women 
should hand on her torch, The rea- 
son that women, as natural guard- 
ians of family health, should be the 
ones relied upon to discover early 
symptoms and urge the early ex- 
amination that is so insisted upon. 
Lastly, and most potently, there is 
the reason recognized and being 
appealed to by physicians now, that 
women being most articulate with 
their organizations, to say nothing 
of a loquaciousnes@ attributed to 
them individually, can, by talking 
about cancer, do more than the 
“strong silent sex” to bring the sub- 
ject out of obscurity. Bring it into 
the open, divest it of mystery, de- 
feat the conspiracy of silence and 
the powers of darknesg in which 
it has flourished, 3 

As long ago as 1918 the first or- 
ganized effort was made to cope 
with a situation which has this 
“fear bred in ignorance” ag its 
basis. At that time the American 
Society for the Control of Cancer 
was formed by scientists, physicians 
and prominent laymen to collect 
and disseminate information about 
cancer. Co-operating with medical 
societies in raising standards of 
diagnosis and treatment, the so- 
ciety also sent into the field rep- 
resentatives to address lay groups. 
Still, all those years, education was 
slow. The approach, it was at 
length concluded, must come from 
the other side. What was needed 
was the enlistment of anxious, in- 


quiring, ever-growing groups of lay 
people interested in problems of

No tissue is free from the pos- 
sibility of cancerous growth. No 
age is free from it. Cancer may 
attack in childhood as well as in 
old age, though chiefly it occurs 
between the ages of 40 and 70. 

The only effective methods of 
treatment of cancer today are 
surgery, radium, X-rays, or combi- 
nations of these. Relative merit of 
these methods depends upon the 


variety and location of the cancer. 

Incidence of cancer is about 
evenly divided between men and 
women, Cancer of the stomach is 
the most common form. Thirty- 
six per cent of all cancer of women 
develops in the breast or genital 
organs. 


Unmarried women who have 
never borne or nursed a baby are 
subject to cancer of the breast a 
little more often than are those 
who have had children. Every 
woman of 35 or over should have 
regular medical attention to pro- 
tect herself. In the treatment of 
cancer of the breast, results have 
shown that when the operation is 
performed in the early stage, 80 
per cent of patients are alive and 
well at the end of five years. 
Whereas if the disease is far ad- 
vanced, 96 per cent will not be 
alive at the end of five years. 

All cancers are tumors, but not 
all tumors are cancers. The benign 
tumor is self-contained and does 
not spread through the body. The 
cancer has irregular outlines and 
almost always spreads to distant 
parts of the body. There are many 
kinds of cancer differing widely in 
their makeup and behavior. Some 
grow rapidly, some slowly. Some 
spread quickly through the body, 
others do not. Some are danger-

of cancer is an emergency. 

Early diagnosis and treatment of 
cancer are imperative before me- 
tastasis takes place. In order to 
cure cancer it is necessary to sep- 
arate the growth of cells from the 
rest of the body by surgery or de- 
stroy them by radium or X-ray. 
Metastasis is cancer cells that be- 
come detached and are carried by 
the blood or lymphatic vessels to 
other parts of the body and there 
set up secondary growths. 

All cancers possess the common 
characteristic of being a disorderly 
growth; that is, cells which for rea- 
sons still unknown, start to grow 
independently of the rest of the 
body tissues. Authorities at pres- 
ent hold the opinion that cancers 
are caused, in a practical sense, by 
variqus forms of chronic irritation, 

A periodic physical examination 
every year after 40 by a physician 
familiar with the predisposing 
causes and early signs of cancer 
should protect an individual from 


industrial centers than in rural 
communities. It is bélieved chem- 
icals, dusts, frictions and fumes of 
manufacturing are in part respon- 
sible. Workers in crude petroleum, 
paraffin, tar, arsenic, . radium 
products and X-rays should guard 
against the possible occurrence of 
skin cancer. 

With rare exception, there is no 
pain in the beginning of any kind 
of cancer. 

Cancer is not an_ infectious, 
communicable or inherited disease. 

It is not a blood disease. It is 
not caused by any kind of diet. 

it is not caused by aluminum 
cooking utensils. It is not caused 
by electric refrigerators.

cancer control. Women, with their 
intelligent, articulate, altruistic 
groups, could do more than any 
others to inculcate a new rational 
and modern attitude toward a dis- 
ease which more than any other 
has been cloaked in medieval, su- 
perstition and fear. 
CCORDINGLY about a year 
ago the Woman’s Field Army 
as formed by the American 
Society for the Control of Cancer. 
With a carefully selected advisory 
board headed by Mrs, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and 30 other prominent 
women, among them the presidents 
of 15 national women’s organiza- 
tions, an intensive campaign was 
put on during last March. The re- 
sult was an enrollment of 100,000 in 
the army. 

Now, this year, through April, 
another membership drive is to be 
waged. In every state all women's 
organizations with health pro- 
grams and many which have not, 
will join in the crusade, Mrs. Mar-

jorie B. Illig, chairman of the 
health section of the General Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs con- 
tinues as national commander. She 
hag been traveling everywhere, en- 
listing the co-operation of forward 
looking, socially minded women. 
Mrs. David 8. Long of Harrison- 
ville, former president of the Mis- 
souri Federation of Women's Clubs, 
is commander for Missouri and she 
likewise has been touring her terri- 
tory. Mrs. Edmund Fowler Brown, 
a woman distinguished’ as execu- 
tive in many organizations along 
public health lines and noted for 
her eloquence on the platform, has 
just been appointed vice-com- 
mander of the St. Louis Women’s 
Field Army. Through speeches, ra- 
dio broadcasts, moving picture 
films, newspapers, magazines, 
pamphlets, posters and exhibits, 
the army will drive home its mes- 
sage under the slogan, “Barly 
cancer is curable. Fight it with 
knowledge.” 

Sponsors of the campaign locally 


estimate that in public meetings 
alone last year, 17,000 persons in 
St. Louis and the County, listened 
to informative talks about cancer. 
That was fine. But still more must 
be reached this year, and whereas 
last year the emphasis was on edu- 
cation, this year added stress is 
put on individual membership dues, 
Membership dollars ($1.00 each) are 
needed to finance a year-round edu- 
cational program. Speakers, most- 
ly physicians, are not paid, but 
money is. needed for maintenance 
of headquarters with personnel 
and supplies, for printing, pur- 
chase and distribution of literature 
and exhibit material, expense of 
organizing lay meetings and the

INCE last year’s campaign, an

“I know public health education 
from away back,” said Mrs, Brown, 
She is a tall, energetic, yet repose- 
ful woman with an unfailing flow 
of language. She smiles‘from blue 
eyes set in a face marked with dim- 
ples and a fresh pink complexion 
beneath softly rolled back white 
hair. For seven years she was di- 
rector of the speakers’ bureau for 
Community Fund drives and seemed 
eager ta get into the harness of or- 
ganization work again.

HE began by showing a collec- 
8 tion and catalog of etchings and

“What is to be said,” she was 
asked, “in answer to the criticism 
of the last campaign, that so much 
talk of cancer got everybody to 
running to the doctors with need- 
less fears? 

“It is old wives’ tales that make 
cancérphobias,” she replied. Intel- 
ligent information should have the 
opposite effect. The best cure of 
cancer fear is, of course, examina- 
tion by a physician. Some will say 
examinations are béyond their 
means. One purpose of the Wom- 
en's Field Army is to inform women 
so they may in turn inform depend- 


ent and indigent persons where free 


examinations are to be obtained. 

Persons unwilling or unable to 
have examinations should be as ful- 
ly acquainted with the early signs 
of cancer as with the multiplication 
table. These are the signs we want 
published near and far.” 

“The prevailing ignorance about 
cancer makes the average cancer 
victim particularly a prey to 
quackery in medicine,” Mrs. Brown 
warned in conclusion after giving 
me an authorized pamphlet con- 
taining “facts everyone should 
know about cancer.” “The country 
is seething with cancer quacks,” 
said she, “who cash in on the un- 
known facts about cancer. People 
should beware of those ‘doctors’ 
who advertise, flood the country 
with testimonials, guarantee if you 
will come to their so-called sana- 
toria, buy their radium fluid, sub- 
mit to their manipulation, use their 
ointments and caustic pastes, they 
will cure you. It cannot be re

“If I were you, I wouldn’t even 
wait for an invitation to make a 
speech,“ Dale Carnegie counsels the 
would-be orator. “For the good of 
my soul, I'd seize the first oppor- 
tunity to make one voluntarily—and 
every legitimate opportunity there- 
after: office conference, club meet- 
ing, church gathering, parent-teach- 
ers’ meeting.” 

It all sounds like the promise of 
a headache, this picture of the papa 
jumping up at the office conference 
and the mama popping to her feet 
at the church social to practice 
what they learned at their public 


who will do the listening that the 
speeches are going to be dull stuff. 
Hard-hearted Carnegie has no feel- 
ing for the listeners—only encour 
agement for the speech makers: 
“You may not make a brilliant 
speech. But don’t let that worry 
you. Few people do.” 

And as if it weren't enough that 
We're going to have to listen when 
these budding orators finally get 
around to delivering a speech, Car- 
negie, without so much as a by 
your-leave, suggests in effect that 
we, who have gone unbitten by the 
public speaking bug, make excellent 
1 for verbal target prac- 

ce. 

“Talk to friends about the points 
you are going to discuss or call in 
the neighbors and practice on 
them,” he proposes. 

Imagine being called upon by the 
woman across the hall tg sit quietly 
while she tries out the little talk 
she intends to spring at the next 
parent-teachers’ meeting. Or con- 
sider the boredom of having to 
listen to your best friend go over 
the points of a speech she will 
make at that “first opportunity” 
Carnegie advises seizing. 

Carnegie says that as a young 
man he practiced in the barn, and 
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speaking classes. And especially 
discouraging is the fact that Car- 
negie practically warns the folks 


admits that he scared the socks off 
the horses, cows and helpless 
pigeons. And, understanding the 
scarcity of horses, cows and 
pigeons in the city, he appoints 
friends, relatives and neighbors ss 
substitutes. 

As a potential listener, one who 
may any day be subjected to the 
agony of hearing one of these prod- 
ucts of the public speaking classes 
go into action, I attempted to dis- 
cover the end which my sacfifice 
would serve. Would I, by listen- 
ing, help some poor self-conscious 
girl gain poise? Or some punk 
salesman learn how “To Break 
Down Sales Resistance?” Or some 
lonesome soul discover how “To 
Win Friends?” Or some weak- 
spined sap stumble onto how “To 
Influence People?” 

Po public speaking courses ac- 
tually accomplish the things claimed 
for them?” I marveled. 

“Perhaps, in some cases,” an- 
swered one educator, who gave me 
her private opinion in return for 
my promise that she would not be 
named, 


“No doubt, anyone can get 


some help from a public speaking 
course, but primarily people want 
to speak in public because they’re 
exhibitionists and the lift that 
comes of hearing their own voice 
is sweet salve to their desire to 
hold the spotlight.” 

Harsh words, those. And I can 
already hear the angered shouts of 
the folks Who have convinced 
themselves that they are taking pub- 
lic speaking courses because they 
want to win friends and influence 
people, because they want to gain 
poise through speech or because 
they are faced with the need of 
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knowing how to break down sales 
resistance. 

And although it is interesting to 
speculate on whether public speak- 
ing classes come within shooting 
distance of making good on these 
various claims, the folks affected 
in this epidemic of platformitis are 
thoroughly sold on the idea that it 
is every Americin’s privilege, right 
and duty to be able to utter “a few 
well chosen remarks” at any time, 
any place, and upon any subject. 


And the fair sex is determined 
not to be outdone; or crowded off 
the platform. At the T. W. C. A. a 
group of 40, largely household em- 
ployes, are being trained free of 
charge in the mysteries of “Speech 
and Personality.“ Another “Y” 
group, made up of girls in business 
and industry, are deep in the in- 
tricacies of how to acquire poise 
on the platform. At the Ashland 
School, the majority of would-be 
orators taking advantage of W. P. 
A. assistance in public speaking, 
are women, and the Progressive 
Club at the Cabanne Library is 
composed almost entirely of mem- 
bers of the once-silent-in-public sex. 
And the girls, well represented in 
most of the other groups through- 
out the city where folks meet to 
practice public speaking, all ask 
“Why not?” If public speaking is

This is definite enough to include 
all types of fried cakes. So, raised 
with yeast or baking powder, with 
baking soda or with eggs, we pre- 
sent the doughnut as it is made in 
America téday. Instead of lard, we 
recommend the use of any of the 
vegetable shortenings now on the 
market. They can be used over 
and over if carefully strained after 
each use, and they do not smoke 
at doughnut-browning temperature, 


The dough should be as soft as 


can be handled, a too-soft h 
requires a heavily floured board for 
cutting, and the shapes do not fry 
into nice round hoops, but have un- 
expected lumps and bumps here 
and there. 
the dough onto a floured board, 
pat or roll out to not more than 
one-fourth inch in thickness and 
cut with a well-floured doughnut 
cutter. Drop immediately into hot 
fat, turn when they rise to sur- 
face.

technique so far as this one point 
is concerned, but we have found 
that there is a more even brown- 
ing and rising, and less cracking if 
the doughnut is turned frequently.

Doughnuts soak fat if they are 


rich and sweet, but this can be pre- 
vented if the egg yolk content is 
high. Doughnuts are solid and a 
bit doughy if the leavening is low. 
Doughnuts are crisp and cakelike 
if the sugar ‘content is equal to the 
shortening and the egg content high 
in proportion to the liquid.

What makes eggs Benedict ?—Hol- 
landaise, of course.

If 
you can strike that happy medium 
of heat, your sauce is sure to be 
a success.

MELT ONE-HALF CUP of but- 
ter over boiling water in the top 
part of a double boiler. Now, re- 
member, this is the only time I 
am going to mention the word 
“boiling.” Your butter at this point 
should be hot, but not too hot. 
Meanwhile, beat four egg yolks un- 
‘til thick, smooth and lemon col- 
ored. I prefer brown eggs and I 
don’t know why: Pour beaten egg 
yolks into the melted. butter all at 
once, and with a wooden spoon 
start stirring slowly, evenly, but 
don’t stop stirring. Look out for 
the water in the lower part of the 
boiler, do not let it touch the upper 
part and do not at any time let 
it come to a boil’ The hot steam 
from the water is going to cook 
your Hollandaise, just please re- 
member ‘that. Lift the top part 
from the lower part, if you think 
the heat is too great, but don’t stop 
stirring. | 

With the necessary amount of 
heat you will soon begin to notice 
the sauce thicken, which means the 
butter and egg yolks are slowly 
cooking together. Right now add 
the seasonings, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt and a very light pinch of cay- 
enne pepper. One tablespoon of 
lemon juice is added when the 
sauce becomes fairly thick, perhaps 
just thick enough to pour. Keep 
the sauce warm, not hot. You see, 
there is nothing really difficult in 
making Hollandaise sauce.

A FEW WEEKS AGOTI had 


crabmeat. It is a popular food, 
even in sections of the country 
where fresh crabmeat is obtain- 
able. Crabmeat Newburg makes a 
hit with almost every one. It was 
one of the best sellers in Rector’s, 
and even today it is just as popu- 
lar in the swank hotels and restau- 
rants. There are several ways to 
prepare it. I would like to give you 
my version of it, by preparing the 
sauce very much like Hollandaise, 
except you do not need the double 
boiler. 

First thing we do is to open a 
small can of crabmeat, or to be 
exact, the equivalent of one pound. 
The crabmeat should be carefully 
picked over to remove the little 
bones. Melt three tablespoons of 
butter in a sauce pan. Add the 
crabmeat and mix it well and gent- 
‘ly. I want it to absorb the butter 
and to heat thoroughly. Season with 
one-half teaspoon salt and a light 
pinch of cayenne pepper. Add three 
tablespoons of dry sherry and mix 
again. Now here comes the trick, 
so follow closely. Bank the crab- 
meat to one side of the sauce pan 
so as to make a space to prepare 
the Newburg sauce.

NOW, POUR INTO the open 
space in the sauce pan one-half 
pint of cream, Let it heat, not 
boil, over a low flame. Beat well 
three egg yolks as you would do for 
the Hollandaise sauce and pour 
the eggs slowly into the heated 
cream, stirring all the time with 
a wooden spoon.

R. DONALD LAIRD, psycholo- 
gist of Colgate University, has 
stirred up another tempest in 
the locker-rooms of bread-winning 
women. He recently released a 


blast accusing women, among other 
things, of being bad executives and 


based his statements on thousands 


of case histories from all over the 
land. He says, in brief, that wom- 
en are terrors in business when 
they are given the upper hand. No 
woman, he states, wants to work 
for another. The fatherly, older 
man makes the best boss. Let's 


A feminist, says Psychiatrist Dr. 
Olga Knopf, whose theories on 
women in business we'll take up 
farther on, is a woman who is not 
content with her strictly feminine 
role. So we take as our champion, 


not one of these low-shoed reform- 
ers and workers for women’s rights, 
but attractive Dorothy Shaver, vice- 
president of one of New York’s fa- 
mous department stores. Miss 
Shaver, completely feminine in the 
more flattering meaning of the 
term, paced us down New Tork's 
Fifth avenue in her short mink 
jacket, her muzzle_ veil, replying 
with point and directness to the one 
question: “Which makes a better 
executive, a man or a woman?” 
Miss Shaver, one of the most suc- 
cessful among women who work, 
might be expected to throw plenty 
of mud on the male who has no 
doubt hindered rather than aided 
her upward climb. Not at all. 

“An executive is an executive,” 
said Miss Shaver, “whether a man 
or a woman. There is no differ- 
ence in brains. It is true that wom- 
en did have a period of adjustment 
just after the war, when they were 
shot from the very persona] ele- 
ment of the home into the imper- 
sonal air of the office. The period 
of trial is over, however, and few 
will question woman’s ability to be 
a good overseer of either men or 
women. There are good and bad 
executives of both sexes and the 
vices advertised as belonging to 
women alone apply just as fairly 
to men.

It seems to me that the so-called 
feminine short-comings that cer- 
tainly have no place in business are 
not congenital, but acquired by ex- 
ample.

magazines in the world. We can't 
mention her name and maybe here’s 
the reason: “Women do not, with 
rare exception,” she said, “manage 
authority well.

ON CHILDREN

EFORE the great war, measles 

occurred epidemically every 

year. But since the tremendous 
epidemic which hit the soldiers 
of the United States army, statis- 
tics show that in this country 
measles is epidemic every three or 
four years, usually in the winter 
and spring months. 


According to health departments 
in Pennsylvania, Ohio and Illinois, 
1938 looks like a measles year. No 
great alarm need be felt about it, 
however, because on comparison 
of the period of 1903-1914 with the 
period of 1919-1934, there has been 
a drop of 71 per cent in measles 
mortality. 

Personally, my experience in the 
army inclines me to believe that 
it is just as well for children to 
have measles and get it over with. 
I realize that this is unorthodox, 

that many pediatricians and 
a health officials believe that 
children should be prevented from 
having measles. 

My experience was that troops 
that came from the city where con- 
tacts were most frequent, usually 
had had measles and got through 
their first weeks in camp quite 
well. But boys from the country, 
where epidemics of infectious dis- 
ease are infrequent, most of whom 
had never had measles, came down 
with a very severe form, were very 
much sicker than young children, 
developed pneumonia, and died in 
distressingly large numbers. 

Recent advances in the handling 
of measles have included the iden- 
tification of the disease by the use

toms. The sequence of symptoms 
is as follows: 

A child of four or five has a 
fever, within 12 hours red eyes, 
then a cold, last the rash appears 
a few hours later, and the fever 
falls. 

Another modern development is 
the prevention of measles by pla- 
cental extracts and immune globu- 
lines, but these also should be 
used with conservative caution. 
The bulletin of the Health Depart- 
ment states, “No form of perma- 
nent immunization is available.”

They are a waltz- 
loving people, the waltz being practically the only diversion in their 
simple lives, so he decrees that they cannot dance the waltz. They 
are a people who like a cup of chocolate at the tea hour so he 
decrees that they cannot drink chocolate because it makes them 
sluggish. 

About the only person in the kingdom who is happy is the King, 
who, on his country estate, can wear comfortable clothes and raise 
his cows. Cows, he argues, are the only intelligent animals in the 
world. He is completely fascinated with an American mail order 
catalogue from which he orders numerous mechanical gadgets and 
machines which make his work on the dairy farm more efficient. 

With fereign pressure on his country, Dictator Brasch finds it 
imperative to gain an ally by seeking to marry the King’s daughter 
to the Prince of a neighboring country, a young man enthralled 
mostly by yodeling and candid camera shooting.

Film Theaters ‘Buy British’

HE St. Louis picture public has 
T a choice this week of British 

history as the British them- 
selves tell it, British education as 
the Americans see it and fiction 
about a great British actor as in- 
vented by Hollywood, but at three 
of the four first-run houses, it has 
to give a great deal of attention to 
the mother country. 

Late in reacnrng st. Louis and 
arriving now only to share glory 
and controversy with the stage en- 
gagement of Helen Hayes in “Vic- 
toria Regina,” the British film bio- 
graphy of the same subject, “Vic- 
toria the Great,” is at the Missouri 
Theater. On its own merit, it must 
be accounted the most thrilling pic- 
ture of its type in several years and 
one of the tenderest romances of 
all time. 

Anna Neagle; who may not be re- 
membered by many St. Louisans for 
her role in “Nell Gwyn” several 
years ago, represents Queen Vic- 
toria and Anton Walbrook, the Aus- 
trian hero of “The Soldier and the 
Lady” is her royal husband, Prince 
Albert of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. 

The production is big, expensive, 
colorful, filled with music by the 
London Symphony and abounds in 
stalwart actors. It has more dra- 
matic moments than 
and almost as much novelty. Di- 
rector-Producer Herbert Wilcox has 
also taken care to give it plentiful 
humor and sentimental appeal. 

Opening with a foreword which 
says that every incident is founded 
on fact, that all public utterances 
are authentic and that original 
castles and palaces of English roy- 
alty appear in the picture, “Vic- 
toria the Great” notifies the young 
Princess of her. accession to the 
throne, then leaps into a corona- 
tion that surpasses even the news 
pictures brought from London last 
spring. 

No effort is made to conceal the 
fact that Victoria was a doubtful 
prospect when she came to the 
throne. Stubborn, immature and 
determined to rule, she is excel- 
lently presented by Miss Neagle, a 
real beauty who humbles her 
charms in order to be true to char- 
acter, Prince Albert soon is se- 
lected &s the most eligible young 
man to become Victoria’s husband 
—certain peculiarities of his par- 
entage are not discussed—and Vic- 
toria proposes to him. This polite 
horn-swoggling of Albert is hilari- 
ous, 

A genuine love match emerges, 
however, and from then on 
whatever issues are being set- 
tled, whatever battles being fought, 
“Victoria the Great” is a romance. 
Any movie patron who stays away 
because he or she thinks the pic- 
ture may not contain a heart-throb 
will be missing one of the most 
touching love affairs since “Smilin’ 
Through.” For the characters of 
Victoria and Albert are entwined 
with the same forget-me-nots as 


those of Moonyean Clare and John 
Carteret, 


Walbrook seems an exceptionally 
fine Prince Albert. Not only does 
he have an advantage of native 
Teutonic background and the right 
accent but he is also one of the 
international screen’s best actors. 
He is equally capable in subdued 
romantic scenes and in those epi- 
sodes where he has to be cruel to 
Victoria, to teach her to depend 
on him and his authority as hus- 
band. a 


Miss Neagle has assurance in ev- 
erything she does, even carrying 
her shoulders just right, and un- 
dergoes the ageing process of 
make-up superbly. In the big 
Technicolor Diamond Jubilee which 
brings the biography to a huge and 
stirring climax, she is the little old 
grandmother of the Empire that 
history has written about. Other 
characters in staunch support are 
H. B. Warner as the declining Lord 
Melbourne, Derrick de Marney as 
the young Disraeli and Mary Mor- 
rig as Victoria’s mother, the Duch- 
ess of Kent. 

If there is a complaint against

SINCE THE INCEPTION. OF 
the gasoline tax in 1919, more than 
seven billion dollars has been col- 
lected from it by state and Federal 
governments, the Petroleum Indus- 
tries Committee reports. All the 
gold mined in this. country since 
1792 would be required to pay this 
tax, the committee declares. The 
accelerated imposition of gasoline 
taxes is shown by a table compiled 
by the committee, which shows that 
in 1921, for example, gasoline taxes 
on 10,463,295 motor vehicles totaled 
$5,328,111, or only 51 cents a ve- 
hicle. In 1937, with 29,650,000 cars 
and trucks, the gasoline taxes 
amounted to $972,325,000, or $32.79 
per vehicle. On a national average, 
the committee says, the gasoline 
tax is 37 per cent of the price, the 
highest sales tax levied in this 
country on a generally used com- 
modity. The gasoline purchasing 
power of a dollar is greatest in 
Missouri; where 16.56 cents of it 
goes for taxes, and lowest in Ten- 
nessee, where 39.07 cents of it is 
taken by taxes.

Most of these are spring types, but others 
bloom earlier or later. To bring them into 
flower together for the show, March 26 to 
April 3, would be simple for most flowers, 
but not orchids, for their requirements of 
temperature and humidity are inflexible. 

Within those limits, however, climates are 
made to order at Gray Summit—cool and 
dry for varieties to be held back, warm and 
moist for species to be hastened into bloom. 
There are hazards not in the book. Such 
was the May-like day of February — a 
month before the National Flower Show 
here in 1933—which filled the cool 
houses. with bees. 

Seeing them, Don Miller, the grower, ex- 
hausted the stock of Gaelic he reserves for 
desperate occasions, for if they got to the 
pollen his precious blossoms would close 
within two days.

which London stands. The instability is be- 
ing increased by the drilling of deep water 
wells in the central part of the metropolitan 
area—many of them private wells drilled by 
big business concerns to escape paying for 
water from the public supply. And it is the 
opinion of an expert that unless this weak- 
ening of the city’s foundations is stopped, it 
may not be many decades before sewer, 
water and gas lines are breaking, under- 
ground railway tunnels are leaking, build- 
ings are collapsing and earthquakes, with 
attendant fires, are finally shaking to pieces 
the greatest city in the world. 

Such is the recently expressed view of 
Walter Shepherd, Fellow of the Geological 
Society. That he is not alone in considering 
the situation grave he indicates by citing the 
prediction of H. G. Wells that the Taplow 
Terrace, a bed of gravel underlying large 
areas of London, will collapse about 1968. 

It is generally accepted as fact that the 
soufheastern part of England has been sink- 
ing into the sea for thousands of years. 
Geologists have discovered that in places 
along the Thames River what was the sur- 
face of the land some 10,000 years ago is 
now 60 to 70 feet below mean sec level, 
from which it is calculated that the land has 
sunk at a rate of about nine inches a cen- 
tury. Excavations of Roman relics south of 
the Thames also indicate considerable sub- 
sidence of the land since the Roman occu- 
pation of Britain. On this point, a paper 
titled The Subsidence of London,” read to 
the British Association a few years ago by 
Captain T. E. Longfield of the Ordnance 
Survey, says: “Suffice it to state that the 
evidence seems conclusive that the level of 
high tide 2000 years ago must have been 
at least 15 feet lower relative to the land 
surface than it is at present.” This evi- 
dence checks with that afforded by prehis- 
toric remains in that it indicates a sinking 
rate of about nine inches in 100 years. 


tions two geodetic surveys, one com- 

pleted in 1860, the other in 1921, 
acomparison of which indicates an even 
faster rate of sinking. But the report 
does not give full credit to the figures. 
It states: “Taken at face value, these 
differences (between the heights record- 
ed in the two surveys) might indicate 
that the surface of England had actually 
tilted and that the southeastern counties are 
now 1.5 to 2 feet lower than they were in 
1850. This suggestion, however, could only 
be true if there was no error of such a 
magnitude in the original leveling, whereas 
when these differences between the old and 
new levels were first brought to light they 
were considered to be entirely due to a 
large cumulative error in the original level- 
ing. There was no definite proof that such 
an error existed, but conversely it was 
equally difficult to prove that it did not 
exist, and as the second assumption would 
be equivalent to a definite statement that 
the southeastern counties were sinking into 
the sea at the rate of two feet per 60 years, 
which might have given a severe set-back 
to land values and 998-year leases, perhaps 
the simpler of the two alternatives was ac- 
cepted.” The author of the paper evidently 
considers a compromise the soundest posi- 
tion, suggesting “that the large difference 
between the old and new leveling in the 
southeast of England is partly due to a 
general cumulative error in the old work, 
and partly the result of a general lowering 
of the land surface.” 

This authority also notes the record of 
the annual mean sea level at Felixstowe 
over a period of 15 years, which de- 
initely indicates a fairly constant rise in the 
mean sea level, or conversely a sinking of 
the land. The general trend of the graph 
suggests that in the last 15 years the 
land surface at Felixstowe has sunk ap- 
proximately .17 foot (slightly more than 2 
inches). If this rate of sinking were main- 
tained, as well it might be, over a long 
period, it would give a subsidence of 1.2 
feet per hundred years.” Felixstowe is on 
the eastern coast, a short distance north of 
the mouth of the Thames. 

After discussing the general sinking in 
that part of England the Ordnance Survey 
poper goes on to compare survey lines 
through London, a comparison indicating 
that “in the London area itself there has 
been a fairly considerable subsidence, addi-

tional to any general sinkage of the south- 
eastern counties that may have occurred.” 
Study of the survey lines leads to conclu- 
sions which are stated as follows: “Firstly, 
there has been a very definite and measur- 
able subsidence in ‘Central London which 
has been going on with fair regularity at 
any rate since 1865; and secondly, this sub- 
sidence appears to be confined to the 
thickly built-over areas where there is gravel 
or alluvium overlying the clay. The line 
of no subsidence appears to follow the 
boundary between the gravel and the clay.” 

Shepherd says there is q general sinking 
of the metropolitan area of London at a 
rate of an inch every four years, in addition 
to which there have been marked changes 
in level of certain places in the central dis- 
trict even since 1914. 

St. Paul's Cathedral, he points out, is

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“tilting,” the historic Tower of London is 
slowly slipping toward the Thames. the 
Bank of England is physically unstable, and 
Waterloo Bridge, because of cracking and 
sinking, has had to be torn down. In the 
blue clay which underlies the metropolis 
are cracks, some of them several miles 
long. There have been a number of earth- 
quakes in this clay formation; one in 1850, 
caused damage to more than 1000 build- 
ings. 

Details of the sinking of certain points 
are given in the Ordnance Survey paper. 
Levels at St. Paul's Cathedral, based on 
three bench marks to the north of it, show 
that it was .2 foot lower, with relation to 
these marks, in 1932 than it was in 1895. 
Furthermore, the oast end of the cathedral 
was shown to have sunk an inch more than 
the west end- which explains Shepherd's 
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‘Cross-section showing strata of London earth along a six-mile line drawn from Clapham to Regent's Park.

The Bank of England, under which runs 
an underground river, the Wallbrook, was 
found by the 1932 survey to be seven inches 
lower relative to three ‘Surrounding points 
than it had been 68 years before. The 
bank’s subsidence also had not been exactly 
on an even keel, as the south corner had 
sunk about two and one-half inches more 
than the northwest corner. 

Levels run between Marlborough Gate, 
Hyde Park, and five surrounding bench 


marks showed that it had sunk about six 


inches relative to these marks from 1895 to 
1932. The Westbourne River runs under- 
ground beneath the gate. A point on the 
old Waterloo Bridge near the central pier 
was found to have subsided more than 10 
inches with relation to five surrounding 
marks between 1914 and 19932. 

In addition to such steady sinking move- 
ments of certain places in London there are 
rhythmic upward and downward movements 
which correspond with changes of the tide. 
The County Hall, Westminster, is one of the 
places affected in this way. Waterloo 
Bridge used to go lower at high tide and 
higher at low tide. And it has been noted 
that some underground railway tunnels be- 
low the Thames are pressed slightly out of

their normal shape by the weight of the 
water above them at high tide. Some rise 
and decline of land surface has been found 
to result from changes in the amount of 
water in the clay below London, the amount 
ordinarily varying with the seasons. Many 
buildings have cracked from this cause, 
and the Ordnance Survey report says that 
“generally speaking, the clay appears to 
be of a treacherous nature from a building 
point of view, though from these investi- 
gations the clay areas do not appear to 
have undergone any general subsidence.” 

Neither the tides nor seasonal changes in 
the water content of the London clay seem 
to account for the continuous sinking in the 
metropolitan area, most marked in the cen- 
tral part of London. 

The territory of London and its suburbs, 
d region containing some 11,000,000 people, 
is underlain by a bed of blue clay which is 
about 400 feet thick and extends over an 
area of approximately 600 square miles. 
Over parts of this bed are deposits of gravel 
known as the Tapflow Terrace, in places 
as much as 50 feet thick, and other alluvial 
deposits. Below the clay is a chalk forma 
tion. This chalk forms a subterranean basin 
into which runs water from the Hertford- 
shire and Surrey Hills, and it is an import- 
ant source of London's water supply. 

The upward pressure of water in the 
chalk serves to stabilize the overlying clay 
if it is evenly distributed. But, says Shep- 
herd—in effect—man has so interfered with 
the natural pressure by drilling wells into 
the chalk as to create danger of profound

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been drilled to provide water for big busi. 
ness establishments—office buildings, hotels, 
breweries, gas companies, etc.— which thu 
are freed from the necessity of buying water 
from the Metropolitan Water Board. On 
of these concerns is the Bank of England, 
which has six wells of its own.

its supply, says Shepherd, at an average 
rate of 80 billion gallons a year for the 
last 50 years, and the water level of its 
wells is dropping at the rate of three feet a 
year. He cites the fact that the fountains in 
Trafalgar Square spouted water without ar- 
tificial help when they were first built, but 
that the water level has gone down 120 feet 
since then so that pumps have to be used 
now; and mentions that the water in a Hyde 
Park well is 93 feet lower than it was half

Charles Francis Seeger, elderly retired 
broker of Atlanta, caught her on the third 
rebound when she was fed up with the 
antics of younger men. He became No. 4 
in 1929. 

The Georgia Pecch speaks of him rather 
wistfully: He was well-todo but old 
enough to be my father. I never admired 
anyone any more than I did him, and he 
had been in love with me since I was in 
pigtails. Mr. Seeger had been divorced by 
his first wife and was very unhappy 
and he begged me to marry him and 
make him the happiest man in the world. 
He was one of the most respected men 
in the community so I became his 
wife.” 

At last she had temperance, sobriety, con- 
sidered judgment, kindness, attention—all 
she had asked of life and failed to get in 
her other ventures. Just one month later 
she was on a train heading north and 
Seeger, heartbroken again, was reading the 
note she had left for him. After six months 
of sending candy, flowers, gifts, and tele- 
grams, he sighed and gave up. Early in 
1930 the Georgia’ Peach got her divorce on 
the grounds of incompatibility. 

For more than a year she sank her 
identity by working in an Atlanta depart- 
ment store. Time ironed out her troubles 
and for a time she thought of taking the 
veil. Instead, she went to New York. But 
it wasn’t long before the matrimonial bug 
stung her again and in February, 1933, she 
took as No. 5 a gay young photographer 
named Albert Gilbert. Albert, who had photo- 
graphed a lot of women, told her, she re- 

lates, that she was the 
most beautiful of them all. 
He was such a cavalier, 
she says, but his friends 
were so rough and rowdy 
that after one week of try- 
ing to live with him and 
his friends she withdrew. 
She went to work as a 
dress model and was en- 
joying it when she en- 
countered Robert J. Kahn, 
wealthy Chicago meat 
packer. She pricked up 
her ears and he opened 
his eyes wide when they 
became acquainted at a 
cocktail party. It wasn’t 
long until Kahn arranged 
for a 30-day Mexican di- 
vorce to eliminate Gilbert 
and married Virginia, the 
Peach. 
Everything went nicely 
on their honeymoon auto 
trip to Hollywood, she asserts. However, 
when they got back to Chicago he refused 
to introduce her as his wife, according to 
Virginia. He was very mysterious about 
it,” she says, “and when I demanded an 
explanation he said something about busi- 
ness reasons. When we went to Néw York 
he parked me with his family. which 1 
didn’t like, and down in Miami he told me 
to get a separate room and register under 
the name of Seeger. This was the last 
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straw. I told him I was going back to 
New York and he agreed to support me 
there. But when I got back he wrote: Im 
out of New York State and what are you 
going to do about it?’” 

She came back by suing for divorce in 
Miami.. The suit was uncontested and Vir- 
ginia got her decree and her first alimony 
—$25 a week. Back she went to New York. 

Soon there were ominous signs once more 
that the Georgia Peach was still optimistic 
about marriage. They appeared on the 
horizon not long after she remarked that “All 
men are unfaithful and nearly all are rum- 
pots.” The cat was out of the bag when 
she qualified the epigram. All but one. 
she told her friends. The one was Arthur 

Cogswell, middle-aged commercial artist 
of New York. They were wed on June 7, 
1934. ; 

As soon as they had settled down in a 
vine-covered cottage in Westchester, N. T.. 
the reporters came around. The Georgia 
Peach and Husband No. 7 were most af- 
fable. 


(e MI. COGSWELL is honest and no 


matter what he does, he tells 
me,” she declared as Cogswell 
mood by grinning. 

“Of course that goes both ways,” he 
chimed in. 

“Of course,” agreed his wife. “I feel 
Mr. Cogswell is the right man because. 
well—he. is the cosmopolitan type. He's 
clean-living, wholesome and honest... and 
Tu say this for him, he can hold his liquor 
which is an unusual trait to find in any 
Northern gentleman.” 

Unfortunately, she and Artist Cogswell 
drifted apart in September after the June 
wedding. Early in the following December 
she was quoted in newspapers as declar- 
ing, without any qualification, that “Mar- 
triage is terrible.” And on December 22, as 
she once more went through the preliminary 
steps to annul her seventh marriage, the 
Georgia Peach commented quite nonchalant- 
ly. “When things go wrong. I just leave.” 
In due time she appeared in court and tes- 
tified that Cogswell, the cosmopolitan, had 
deserted her. She was heart-broken. Then 
after a brief interlude, the newspapers in 
January, 1936, carried two and three-column 
pictures of the Georgia Peach seated in a 
big chair with a gentleman perched at one 
side. with his right arm draped about her 
shoulders. He was a New York actor named 
Arthur Gould-Porter. But he, too, was only 
temporary.

since. In one case well-known to psychol- 
ogists, a Russian who had been in this 
country 15 years and learned to speak En- 
glish fluently, could speak and understand 
only Russian when induced, under hyp- 
nosis, to re-live an event of his life in 
Russia. 

This experiment has been carried farther 
with astonishing results by Dr. Milton H. 
Erickson, a psychiatrist and director of re- 
search of the Eloise Hospital and Infirmary 
staff, a public institution with some 10,000 
patients near Detroit. He induced a subject 
to re-live under hypnosis a terrifying experi- 
ence, a beating at the hands of thugs, so 
graphically that the subject was knocked 
unconscious in the re-living process and suf- 
fered severe head pains for days as the re- 
sult of the “beating.” And in a normal state 
the subject had no memory at all of the ex- 
perience. Furthermore, the subject re-lived 
the same episode in exactly the same detail 
in two repetitions of the experiment, going 
through the same conversation and the same 
tremors of fear and agony, as faithfully as 
an actor giving a performance of a play. 

In a recently published paper in which 
he tells of the experiments, the psychiatrist 
relates that the subject was a youth of 19 
years who was sent to him for treatment. 
The young man could tell him only that he 
had been “taken for a ride” and badly 
beaten. He could not remember anything 
that had happened, even the name of the 
hospital to which he had been taken, or 
where the experience had occurred. 

Dr. Erickson trained the youth to enter 
profound somnambulistic hypnotic trances, 
much deeper than ordinary hypnosis. Then 
the youth, by means of a series of hypnotic 
suggestions, was disoriented completely and 
reoriented to an earlier period of his life. 
He was induced to live past events in 
d progressive fashion and describe them 
in detail to the psychiatrist as if they were 
in the course of development. An attend- 
ing stenographer recorded everything that 
was eaid. The trance had to be an un 
usually deep one. Questioning in the or- 
dinary deep hypnotic trance secured no 
important information, although the patient 
seemed to be co-operating faithfully. 

In re-living past events, the patient came 
to q time two years before and revealed he 
had been a police “stool pigeon.” 

“When the day of the event of the beat- 
ing was reached,” Dr. Erickson relates, The 
patient expressed his fears over his em- 
ployment as a police informer, portraying 
vividly intense anxiety concerning threat- 
ened criminal vengeance, and his entire 
behavior and appearance were suggestive 
' Of a most harried state of mind. 

“When the hour of 4 p. m. was reached, 
he re-lived, with marked intensity of feeling, 
the scene of his being ordered into an auto- 
mobile by two men whom he knew to be 
criminal characters, and his fearful behavior 
during the course of a long drive, during 
which he pleaded piteously with his ab- 
ductors in a terrified fashion. 

“Finally, he re-enacted his forced accept- 
ance of a bottle of pop from the ¢riminals, 
fearfully and hesitantly drinking from an 
_fmaginary bottle. As he swallowed, hé 
grimaced, mumbled that it tasted bitter, 
asked if it was poisoned and dodged and 
cowered as if evading a blow. His entire ap- 


drinking, he belched and suddenly looked 
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bewildered. His pupils, 


which had been fluc-

nystagmus (involuntary | 
oscillation of the eye- | 
balls), developed. He 
then rubbed his eyes, 
complained that he 
could not see plainly, said that 5 
was getting darker and that he was dizzy, 
and began shaking his head as if to throw 
off something or to rouse himself. Ques- 
tioning by the experimenter elicited the in 
formation that the patient felt himself be- 
coming sleepy. It was noted that his speech, 
previously clear, was now thick and indis- 
tinct and that his appearance had changed 
from that of terror to that of somnolence. 
“At this time the patient was sitting on a 
couch and every few seconds the experi- 
menter had been testing him for the pres- 
ence of catalepsy as an index of his con- 
tinuance in the hypnotic state. After about 
two minutes of decreasing activity, his eyes 
closed despite his apparent effort to keep 
them open. Suddenly he gave a short, 
gasping grunt and collapsed, sprawling 
inanimately over the couch. 
“Immediate examination by the experi- 
menter disclosed complete loss of hypnotic 
rapport, ‘with absence of the catalepsy

which hitherto had been consistently. present. 
There was a sagging of the lower jaw and 
marked atony (weakness) of the muscles 
and legs and arms. Also the patellar (knee 
jerk) and pupillary reflexes, which are con- 
sistently present during hypnotic states, were 
absent. The respiration and pulse, which 
had been greatly increased during the state 
of terror, had decreased somewhat during 
that of somnolence. Now they were found 
to be markedly diminished in rate and so 
weak and faint as to be barely perceptible. 
In brief, the patient presented every appear- 
ance of being unconscious. 

“Recovering, he stirred slightly and 
moaned, and catalepsy returned slowly. 
Shortly he opened his eyes and after staring 
vacantly around, weakly closed them again. 
The pupils were still widely dilated, and the 
eyes were not focused. The patient licked 
his lips repeatedly, moaned for water, and 
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“Suddenly 
he gave a Short | 
gasping grunt and collapsed.” 


weakly rubbed his forehead, grimacing with 
pain as he did so. He paid no attention to 
the experimenters insistent. questions, 
What's the matter? What's happening?’ 
except to say, ‘It's dark, dark.” This was 
followed by a second collapse.” 

Finally, the psychiatrist relates, catalepsy 
returned and the patient opened his eyes, 
stared about unseeingly and gave the same 
indications of pain. He would answer only 
“light” and “woods” to Dr. Erickson’s ques- 
tions, and occasionally rubbed his ears and 
mumbled, “Buzzing.” 

When the patient recovered somewhat, 
he told the questioner that he was lying in 
a ditch alongside a road through a woods, 
was cold, wet and uncomfortable, and was 
suffering from intense thirst, roaring in his 
ears, headache and a painful, bleeding 


wound on his forehead from which he went 


through the act of wiping blood in a gin- 
gerly fashion.” He said it seemed morning. 

His account from then on was fragmen- 
tary. He was being picked up by two men, 
he said, and being taken to a hospital, 
which he named. The re-living of the next 
two days was disjointed. The total time re- 
quired by the patient to re-live the entire 
experience, which had actually lasted two 
and one-half days, was four hours, 

Dr. Erickson checked the details as far 
as possible. At the hospital named by the 
patient, it was said that he had been found 
lying in a semiconscious state in a ditch 
beside a road in a woods, suffering from 
exposure and a laceration on the forehead, 
and he did not recover full consciousness 
for nearly two days. The police force for 
which he had said he had been a “stool- 
pigeon” verified that detail and from the 
description the youth had given in his re- 
living of the event, the police recognized 
one of his assailants as a notorious killer. 
Prosecution was out of the question, how- 
ever, as the patient, when he returned to 
a normal state, still suffered from amnesia 
and did not even know he had been re- 
living the experience, He was not told of 
it. He complained of severe headache, over- 
whelming fatigue and weakness, was trem- 
ulous physically and unstable emotionally. 

However, he did lose his terror of the 


city where he had been a police injormef, 
and visited it without fear, although he 
could not be induced to go near it before 
the re-living experience. 

A year later, Dr. Erickson had an oppor- 
tunity to put the youth through the re-living 
process once more. The patient went 
through the same scene in exactly the same 
manner, with the same descriptive details, 
utterances, and physical reactions. He did 
the same thing again five months later. 
After the second and third experiences, no 
trace of his fears remained, and he even 
went back to his former haunts in the city. 
He even recalled a little of the murderous 
assault, remarking quite casually to Dr. 
Erickson one day about six months after 
the last experiment: “Whitey and another 
guy picked me up on Washington street 
about 4 one afternoon and took me for a 
ride, They drugged me, conked me and 
shoved me in a hospital. They were after 
me for squealing on them. They said they d 
get me, but they didn't.“ Apparently that 
was all he remembered. 


HE marked change from his original 
terrified manner indicated that a 
definite emotional cleansing had 
resulied from the hypnotic procedure. 
The phenomenon, Dr. Erickson concludes, 
has d parallel in the normal experience of 
dreaming vividly of a long past even as a 
current experience—can adult may dream 
of being a child in all respects, without 
the dream responses and behavior reflect- 
ing his actual maturity. The value of the 
method in treating amnesia is apparent. 

Other evidence indicating that marked 
changes in the functioning of the body can 
result from psychic factors was gathered 
by Dr. Erickson in producing a complete 
hypnotic deafness in two subjects. 

The subjects, men college students, were 
trained to develop a muscular reflex when 
a busser was sounded, both while they were 
in q normal waking. state and while they 
were in a profound hypnotic sleep. Thon. 
while in the trance, verbal suggestions 
were made to them that a slight blow on 
the shoulder would cause them to become 
totally deaf and that pressure on the wrist 
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would restore their hearing, As soon as 


they were tapped on the shoulder, they 
failed to give a muscular reflex when the 
buzzer was sounded. But immediately after 


Dr. Erickson pressed their wrists, they re- 


sponded to the buzzer, showing their hear- 
ing had returned. 

Dr. Erickson once, two years ago, demon- 
strated the power of suggestion by the 
hypnotist against an adverse influence to 
this writer. Another reporter was used as 
the subject. The psychiatrist, a dark, mus- 
tached young man with a pleasant voice, 
put the subject into a series of light hypnotic 
trances, in which the subject's eyes were 
shut tightly and he obeyed the hynotist in 
commands to perform simple arm move- 
ments. | 

Finally, as the subject was slowly moving 
his hands apart at the command of Dr. 
Erickson, this writer interrupted, asking the 
subject: “Do you know me?” 

“Yes,” was the reply. 

“Well, then, stop moving your hands.” 

The hypnotized reporter's hands stopped. 
Dr. Erickson smiled. “Move your hands 
apart slowly and don't stop for anyone,” 
he ordered. Slowly the subject's hands bo- 
gan to move apart. This writer, with all the 
emphasis at his command, ordered him to 
stop. Then he pleaded with the subject 
and cajoled him. The hands spread slowly 
apart. The subject merely said: “I can't 
stop. I can't help it.” 

Then this writer tried to persuade the 
subject to open his eyes. He finally lighted 
a match and held it close to the subject's 
eyes, threatening to plunge it into the man‘s 
eyes if he refused to open them. But the 
hypnotized reporter shook his head stub- 
bornly. “You'll just have to burn them,” 
he said. “I can't open them.” 

Finally ridicule was resorted to. 
subject was told he looked silly, that 
was making a fool of himself, that he ought 
to throw off the trance. The subject merely 
grinned and said: I know I look foolish, 
but I can't help it.” As is usually the case 
in such a light stage, he retained his full 
reasoning power and conversed about things 
going on in the room in a normal way. Not 
until Dr. Erickson said, ‘You will wake up

when I snap my fingers,” and snapped 
them, did he come out of the trance. 

A short time later, Dr. Erickson tried to 
hypnotize this writer by getting him to con- 
centrate on a ring while appearing to be 
hypnotizing the other reporter. The writer. 
conscious that the attempt was being made. 
developed an involuntary resistance and 
became only drowsy, and the attempt failed 
for the time being. The psychiatrist had 
attempted by suggestion to get this writer 
to lift his right arm from the chair-arm. The 
arm did not lift. But 10 minutes later dur 
ing ordinary conversation, Dr. Erickson said 
suddenly, “Look at your arm.” 

The writer's right forearm was lifting 
slowly and steadily from the elbow. He had 
no control over it. Apparently it was d 
thing apart from him. 

“Reaction from your effort to keep the arm 
down,” Dr. Erickson explained.

He has written nearly 100 books and 
pamphlets about St. Louis history, Missouri 
and St. Louis land titles, and real estate law. 
Among his pamphlets and articles have 
been: “The Treasure Farm,” “A New 
Street Guide for St. Louis” and “Documents 
of Title in Ancient Rome.” 

Gill wrote in a booklet on local streets: 
“Most street names can be, checked by as- 
certaining’ the earliest subdivision on the 
street and sometimes by examining the wills 
of the proprietors to disclose the names of 
the members of the families for whom the 
streets were called.” Mardel avenue, he 
cited, “is ‘Delmar’ transposed, because Mrs. 
Oleatha Raithel, wife of a former real estate 
agent, lived on Delmar avenue. She had 
attended Lindenwood College and her chil- 
dren were going to Marquette School, all of 
which accounts for several of our streets in 
the southwestern section of the city.” 

Gill has prepared in loose leaf form, for 


possible future publication, “A History of St. 


Louis in Pictures and Paragraphs.” The 
illustrations include a number of unusual 
or rare subjects and extend from an early 
survey of the pioneer settlements at St. 
Louis to the 1933 NRA parade. 

To explain an early map of the rivers of 


the district, Gill went to a dictionary of the 
language of the Algonquin Indians and 
transiaied the stream names as follows: 
Mississippi, Great River; Missouri, Great 
Boat River (where large dugouts were used). 

Two illustrations demonstrate the reason 
for some of the odd angles of St. Louis 
streets.

$1000. Usually he turned out two short 
filme a week at $500 each. As a side line 
he wrote gags for various acts. One of the 
acts that approached him at this time was 
an up-and-coming team, George Burns and 
Gracie Allen. Burne had evolved a nitwit 
character for Gracie and Conn extended it. 
Firat there came the matter of payment. 

Au take $1000 a week,” said Conn. 

“But we don't get that much ourselves,” 
retorted Burns. 

“All right,” said Conn. “Give me what- 
ever you can. I just want to see how I do.” 

He did swell. So enthused were Burns 
and Allen that when their friend Jack Benny 
confided he needed new material they 
chorused: “We've got just the man... 
we'll send him up to you.” And when Conn 
was trotted out he and Benny looked at each 
other in stunned silence. 

Tou.“ they finally gasped. 

Benny's first idea was an elaboration of 
his revue material. He wanted to fool 
around with his violin and run off a few 
gags. He had gotten himself a radio pro- 
gram through an audition in which he used 
his stage material and he wanted to hew: to 


the line, But Conn objected. 


“1 can't write a monologue every week,” 
he acid. “We've got to base our comedy

“But where's MY gags?” Benny asked. 
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“You dont need any,” said Conn. “It's 


your program.” 

Conn’s deal with Benny called for 25 per 
cent, which meant about $375 a week. But 
he hed faith in his group comedy idea and 
set about perfecting it. Benny's wife. Sadie 
Marx, had never spoken lines before but 
Conn named her Mary Livingstone and 
made her one of the best laugh getters on 
the program. He picked Announcer Don 
Wilson in an audition. Kenny Baker never 
had spoken lines before—yet all of them 
took an active part in the comedy. 


HE results were explosive. As the 
Benny program mounted in the 
national ratings Conn thought up 
new and newer ideas. He gave him- 
self a part and became the first 
stooge on the air. When he brought radio 
amateurs in, Sid Silvers (then the stage 
stooge for Phil Baker and now a Hollywood 
comic and actor) made his first microphone 
appearance. The parodies of plays was in- 
spired by Norma Shearer in “The Barretts 
of Wimpole Street.” Conn saw the picture 
in Washington and two hours after leaving 
the theater he had the completed script. 
It contained this horrendous pun: 
Elizabeth—I want Browning. 
Father—All your life you've been sick and 
now you want to get verse. 
Terrible, but it got the program a $250 a 
week raise. The travelogues sprang from an 
equally innocent source. One week Benny 
would be in Delhi, India, looking for a 
delhi-catessen in which to get a sandwich 
or on the Yangtze River looking for the 
Yangtse Stadium. These fitted so naturally 
into the mouths of the characters that uttered 
them that the listeners laughed in spite of 
themselves. 
His success with the Benny program con- 
vinced Conn that his belief that the script 
(Continued on next page.)

On what followed the young woman 
and Addicott subsequently disagreed 
but Mrs. Moore claims he leid hands 
on her, manhandled her and roughly 
ejected her with physical force. 

A few days after the game Mrs. 
Moore, who had been under her doc- 
tors care for some time, returned to 
her physician, Dr. Ethel Owens, for 
an examination. Dr. Owens said she 
immediately detected a turn for the 
worse in her patient's condition, heard 
the story of the trouble at the game, 
and went straight to Dr. Addicott.

murder. But that is the 
end of the story rather 
than the beginning. For 
the beginning, one has to 
go back many decades, 
to the day when a 
French Colonel wept to 
see a deserted child 
playing in the ruins of a Berber village. As 
for the comment—if, indeed, it was not 
censored by the Paris press—it was prob- 
ably the mildest statement ever attributed 
to Violette Morris in her violent and extraor- 
dinary career. 

Granddaughter, daughter and niece of 
distinguished French officers, herself cited 
for bravery in the World War, she boasts 


a barrack-room vocabulary rarely suitable 


for publication without editing. It alone 
might have gained her a certain sort of 


‘fame, but there is much else—javelin and 


shotput championships, bicycle and automo- 


- bile speed and endurance records, a becuti- 


ful public “hair-pulling” with the women’s 


_ athletic federation, which wound up in her 


complete repudiation of her sex, and, most 


recently, a decided vogue as a torch singer. - 


All her exploits, though each was the 
talk of Paris in its day, were eclipsed by 
her murder trial here last month. Her public 
—and it was always large, if not always 
unanimously sympathetic—pratically held its 
breath to hear her version of the circum- 
stances under which Joseph Lecam, former 
Foreign Legionnaire, 34 and good-looking in 
his way, came to his death one early morn- 
ing last December on Violette’s houseboat, 
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Hon Violette Morris, Soldier, 
Boxer, Race Driver and Torch 
Singer, Won a Battle at Daybreak 
for Her Life. 


did have a significant interest in athletics; 
she showed promise in the high jump and 
held the women's record for the javelin 
throw. But these were distinctly feminine 
activities, and considered quite lady-like by 
the “new generation” of the years just be- 
fore the war. 

Her military background told in the war, 
and told in a way that, had it stopped with 
the war, would have added only honor to 
her honored line. She volunteered as a 
motorcycle dispatch rider. It was her duty 
to carry messages between the French and 
British High Commands. In 1918, she drove 
an American ambulance in the Argonne. 
She was cited for valorous performance of 
duty. 

After the armistice she made a valiant 
attempt to settle down. She married a 
young manufacturer named Gouraud, him- 
self a General's grandson. But with their 
separation a few years later, she seemed to 
give up the attempt. 

Now she turned again to sports with re- 
doubled energy, but with weight likewise 


increased to a point hardly suitable for her 


old achieveménts in the high jump. She 
set a women’s record in the shotput. She 
became captain of the French women’s soc- 
cer team. She acquired a number of swim- 
ming championships. 

She made a name for herself in long - 
distance bicycle racing. Once, paced by a 
motorcycle, she held a speed of 80 kilo- 
meters (50 miles) an hour. And as an 
automobile racer in 1928 she won a 24-hour 
endurance contest on the difficult Montlhery 
course at St. Germain—a performance which 
80 excited spectators at the finish that they 
carried her from the course on their shoul- 
ders. 

But in that December Nemesis descended 
in the form, the multitudinous, brawny but 
wholly womanly form, of the Federation 
Francais Feminine des Sports, which had 
been irked by Violette, her victories and 
all her ways since 1926, but particularly 
by her loudly he-man speech and dress. 


- She had become one of three Frenchwomen 


to have official permission to appear in 
masculine clothes, and, with her bulk and 
manner, was said to pass readily as a man 
among strangers, especially if they heard 
her talk. . 

Now the Federation recalled Violette's 
license to compete in amateur contests, on 
the following grounds: : 

“Despite repeated warnings, you have 
persisted in appearing at the offices of the 
Federation in mannish clothes. 

“Your activities to obtain favors from 
newspaper reporters, sports writers and 
sports judges have long been commented 
upon adversely. 

“Your language and your ways of bo- 
havior have been severely criticised in 
circles which heretofore have tolerated 
you.” 

Mile, Morris retaliated with a 100,000. 
franc suit for damages to her character and 
interests. The case dragged on for more 
than a year, but meantime the Paris jour- 
nals had a lot of fun with it.

“The situation,” they gleaned, “is para- 
doxical. They criticise me in the name of 
decency because I cover my legs with panta- 
loons. Yet look out there in the audience 
and count the knees of the women. Which 
is more decent, my pants or what you see 
beneath those disheveled dresses?” 


HERE was testimony on her language 

and manner. And on March 26, 

1930, the court found for the Fed- 
eration on the grounds that she had re- 
pudiated her own sex by wearing trousers. 

Violette’s response was to make the repu- 
diation complete. She refused to compete 
again in fields ordinarily open to women. 
She became a prize fighter. And she did 
not confine her battles to the ring. In a 
cafe argument she is reported to have 
knocked out a young pugilist named Breton- 
nel. Again, she and a group of her cronies, 
including the well-known boxer, Shapira, 
were having dinner. Shapira ventured that, 
though she might be built for it, she didn't 
know much about the fighting game. Her 
reply was a blow to the jaw that leid him 
out cold. 

Such encounters got her welcome pub- 
licity, but no income. She pieced out by 
selling automobiles. And then she tapped 
a rich new vein as a torch singer in the 
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Violette Morris behind 
cabarets and “on the air.” Her voice was 
just the sort. 

In 1936 she got her houseboat—its name 
means “The Gulls"—and moved out to 
Neuilly, where she tied up at 35 Quai de 
Seine in d populous little community of simi- 
ler craft. It was an unconventional life; 
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Baron Denis de Trobriand.
